A round-up of recent developments and significant trends 


New Kodak Emul- 
sions. In March, 
1954, Kodak intro- 
duced their new 
high-speed Royal 
Pan sheet film 
which, E-K ad- 
vised the public, 
was based upon a 
“new technique 
in emulsion mak- 
ing.’’ This de- 
parture afforded either faster speeds with 
no increase in graininess or finer grain 
without loss of emulsion speed. In the 
months that followed, the manufacturer 
introduced another sheet film, Kodak 
Royal Ortho, and a number of 35-mm 
roll-film materials (Tri-X, Verichrome 
Pan, new-type Plus-X, and new-type Pan- 
atomic-X)—all based on the same new 
emulsion-making technique. Our persist- 
ent inquiries as to the nature of the 
improved manufacturing technique were 
unavailing. However, a reasonable expla- 
nation was recently published—in the 
August 24, 1956 issue of the British Jour- 
nal of Photography (page 419) as part of 
a new-product review of Kodak Panatom- 
ic-X, Verichrome Pan, and Tri-X Roll 
Films manufactured by Kodak Ltd., Lon- 
don. Quoting the British Journal: “Pan- 
chro Royal film is apparently coated with 
a thin gelatin layer rich in silver halide 
crystals of fine grain, and because the 
crystal peaks are near the surface of the 
coating, light scatter is reduced to a mini- 
mum. Obviously, because of this, de- 
velopers containing any powerful halide 
solvent such as hypo or thiocyanate must 
not be used 
including, of course, those under review, 
are issued with instructions to this 
effect.” 


8-mm Magnetic Ciné Sound. Ever since 
he Calvin Company withdrew their Mo- 
vie Sound 8 projector from the market 
two years ago, there has been need for 
a compact 8-mm magnetic sound-projec- 
tion system. Scanning the new-product 
literature from abroad, it appears likely 
that the next equipment of this type to 
be offered here will be a product of 
Japan—the Elmo M-80 Magnetic Sound 
System. The system consists of an easily 
installed sound head for recording and 
playback, plus an amplifier, portable 
loudspeaker, microphone, monitor-receiv- 
er, and extra lengths of connecting cord. 
It is specifically designed for use with the 
Elmo Model E-80 silent-movie projector. 
As in the case of the various 16-mm mag- 
netic sound projectors now available 
here, the sound is applied to magnetic 
oxide striping on the edge of the film as 
the processed film is passing through the 
projector. In the Elmo system, there is 
a distance of 52 frames between the 
frame in the projector gate and the po- 
sition of the sound on the magnetic track. 
The price was unavailable at the time 
January, 1957 


All the latest Kodak films, 


the Elmo item was submitted to the 
August 1956 issue of Japan Camera Trade 
News, but extensive plans for distribu- 
tion in Japan and abroad were men- 
tioned in the article. 


Stereo Preview Finder. A stereo-shooting 
assembly for the Exakta single-lens reflex 
camera which permits the user to pre- 
view the subject in three dimensions be- 
fore making the exposure has recently 
been introduced by the importers of the 
camera—Exakta Camera Co., Bronxville, 
N.Y. The unusual feature of the four-part 
Exakta Stereo Unit is a binocular view- 
finder that fits on top of the camera’s 
reflex viewing screens—interchangeably 
with the penta prism and waist-level find- 
ers of the Exakta VX and V cameras. De- 
tached from the camera, the stereo finder 
can be used to inspect the finished trans- 
parencies in three dimensions. The com- 
plete equipment produces stereo pairs on 
each 24x36-mm transparency frame. Full- 
frame two-dimensional pictures can be 
made on the same film roll by removing 
the auxiliary stereo equipment. In addi-

tion to the unique stereo viewfinder, 
priced at $59.50, the Unit consists of: (1)

feet—$103.50; and (3) Stereo Attachment 
Rings which couple Devices A and B to 
the normal camera lenses with which 
they are used—$6.00.

known as the Rapidyne, is incorporated 
in the Fairchild K-47 night camera sys- 
tem, the T-11 mapping camera, and the 
KB-5 gun camera, as well as the Fair- 
child industrial motion analysis camera. 
Information on this revolutionary devel- 
opment was supplied by the Titanium 
Metals Corporation of America and the 
Hamilton Watch Company, both of whom 
contributed substantially to the project. 

Conventional between-the-lens shutters 
are limited in performance by the fact 
that the leaves must come to a dead stop 
and then reverse the direction of their 
motion as they open and close. The Rap- 
idyne circumvents this shortcoming by 
incorporating two sets of shutter leaves. 
One set of leaves opens up, and, as it 
reaches the end of its arc, it triggers a 
second set of open leaves which immedi- 
ately snaps shut to close the exposure 
aperture. A second difficulty that had 
to be by-passed was the tendency of con- 
ventional spring-tempered steel leaves to 
break down when subjected to the high 
velocity and impact required for the spec- 
ified speed characteristics of the Rap- 
idyne. It was found that aluminum 
tended to become fatigued too rapidly. 
Eventually, commercially-pure titanium 
supplied by the Titanium Corporation of 


| America was found capable of being fab- 
| ricated into a precise laboratory model 


shutter. Before the product could be 
manufactured on a production basis, how- 
ever, the facilities of the Hamilton Watch 


| Company’s Allied Products Division had

CAMERA CLUBS By whit Hillyer 


What makes 
some camera clubs 
go while others 
struggle along or 
fold up? You can’t 
pick one reason 
and apply it to all 
cases indiscrimi- 
nately, of course. 
But I've observed 
that often those 

charged with club duties fail to perform 
their chores in a business-like way. Also, 
you'll find clubs in which members have 
enly a hazy notion of who among their 
brethren is responsible for what. 

Such things simply can’t happen at 
(Chicago). A recent 
issue of this club’s bulletin spelled out 
clearly the names of each committee 
chairman and his team, and the exact 
functions of the committees themselves. 
I haven’t space here to cover the listing 
in detail. To give you an idea, though, the 
committees named were Banquet and 
Special Events, Budget, By-laws, Club 
Room Property and Projection, Contest, 
Membership, “Metro News,” Program, 
Project, Reception, Technical and Re- 
viewing, Library, and Refreshment. 

Perhaps there’s nothing new or differ- 
ent about a list of club committees and 
their chairmen. Perhaps you feel that this 
gang is overorganized for sure. But to me 
it certainly is a novelty to see the duties 
of each committee spelled out.

When I use a 
long lens on my 
camera distant ob- 
jects turn out 
very blue; even 
at mid-distances 
they have a bluish 
cast which I do 
not find when the 
same subject is 
photographed with 

my normal lens. What causes this, and 
is there any way to correct the trans- 
parencies by adding a filter foil?—E.E.M., 
San Diego, California. 

I suspect that there may be several 
reasons for the blueness of your pictures. 
When you are using a long lens to shoot 
distant objects you are probably being 
troubled by a great deal of haze. The 
standard Kodak Skylight Filter (1A) is 
usually recommended; there is another 
filter that cuts ultraviolet which is a Wrat- 
ten 2B but it is slightly yellow and would 
probably give too much cast to your pic- 
tures. I would try one of the 81 series of 
Light Balancing Filters such as the 81A 
or 81B. It may be, of course, that in some 
cases you have so much ultraviolet and 
haze that the colors can’t be seen by eye-— 
so you are photographing a subject with 
a few hundred feet of haze between it 
and you. I would also wonder whether 
your lens may have an excess blue cast; 
some lenses not designed for color pho- 
tography appear quite blue and add a 
filter effect of their own. 

As to correcting the transparencies you 
already have would suggest that you try 
some of the color correction described 
in the September, 1956, issue of PopuLar 
PHoToGRAPHY. Another simple stunt is to 
use inexpensive filter foils. Lou Bertz, 
6268 Romaine St., Hollywood, Calif., 
makes a series of Addacolor Filters that 
are very inexpensive and are bound right 
with the transparency. They do not in- 
crease the thickness and contribute a con- 
siderable amount of control.

color through train Vista-Domes and 
plane windows?—A.J.M., Orange, N. J. 
You have several different problems 


| here, for plane windows and Vista-Domes 


present different kinds of situations. Tiffen 
Filter Co. markets a filter designed for 
shooting through Vista Domes; you'll find 
that a CC30R will also do it. These filters, 
in effect, cut out some of the excess green 
of the Vista-Dome Glass. You'll find that 
you will also have to give about two 
thirds of a stop more exposure to com- 
pensate for the filter. Regular windows in 
commercial airliners offer no problem 
colorwise, but from the air you may find 
that the Skylight filter or even a stronger 
filter such as the 81A may be preferable 
because of general haze conditions. When 


| flying at low altitudes you may not need 
| or want any filter at all. 


Tinted windows of all sorts create prob- 
lems in color photography and it is usual- 
ly necessary to use a filter that will add 
the color which is partially cut out by the 
color of the window—which acts as a fil- 
ter itself. 


My friend has shown me some excel- 
lent slides made on Ektachrome using 
M2 flash lamps and he says he used no 
filter. When I made pictures with these 
small lamps my dealer told me I had to 
use an 81A. Who is right?—P.B.A., Sioux 
City, Iowa. 

Maybe both are right! When the M2 
flashlamps were first put on the market 
they required rather heavy filtering for 
use with indoor-type color film. An 81EF 
Was recommended for use with Koda- 
chrome Type A and an 81 or 81A was 
recommended for Type F films. However, 
in the past few months some of the manu- 
facturers have had so much success with 
the M2s that they have brought out a 
“super M2.” This bulb not only has about 
two thirds more light, but has been given 
a slight tint in the safety over-coat so that 
its color is about the same as the Nos. 5 
and 25 bulbs. It can now be used with the 
Type F films with no filter at all, and with 
Kodachrome Type A film, only an 81C is 
called for. 


What’s the fastest way to make black- 
and-white prints from 35-mm transparen- 
cies, contact printing, enlarging, or what? 
—G.B.B., Houston, Texas. 

This is a sort of iffy question for it de- 
pends very much on how skilled the op- 
erator is, what kind of equipment you 
have, etc. However I find that in making 
black-and-white negatives from which to 
make black-and-white prints I waste 
more time trying to keep everything clean 
and dust-free, especially when working 
with the small 35-mm materials. The fast- 
est and easiest method I have found for 
my own use is to make them in the cam- 
era. I use a gadget like the Leica “Belun” 
which attaches to the Leica camera and 
sets the lens for making an exact 1-1 copy 
of anything that appears in a metal frame 
which is held just the right distance away. 

I load the camera with a fine-grain film 
like Panatomic-X, lay my transparencies 
over a light box, and just lower the cam- 
era and frame over them to frame them 
perfectly and then shoot. Once you have 
made tests and can judge the exposure 
according to the density of the transpar- 
ency, you can knock them off very rap- 
idly. Incidentally, when I use Panatomic 
film I overexpose slightly and then under- 
develop about a third to hold back the 
contrast of both transparency and film. 





Questions of general interest to the color 
photographer will be answered in this de- 
partment. However, individual replies can not 
be given for questions that are not used.—Ed.

Husband and wife Pete and Deedee 
Schroeder, authors of Easy Way to Make 
Photomurals, (pages 60-63), have been 
working together as a photojournalism 
team ever since they were both em- 
ployees at E. Leitz & Co. 

Deedee came over from Hamburg, Ger- 
many, a few years ago with hopes of 
seeing the world. Instead she bumped in- 
to Pete and eight months later they were 
married. They’ve covered the National 
Tennis Matches at Forest Hills, the Davis 
Cup Matches, ballet, and Broadway. Pete 
got his photo training at Kenyon College 
in Ohio and at the Chicago Institute of 
Design, while Deedee’s aunts had a photo 
studio and her dad a Leica. Deedee has 
even made Pete his own darkroom but 
they’re 50-50 on all assignment ideas. 


Model-Intoxicated Man 

Joseph Morschauser III, author of 2- 
Hour Table Top (pages 58-59) found “the 
culmination of a childhood desire” in 
making and photographing toy models. 
As a youngster he had always liked to 
put model planes, ships, and cars together 
but found that “I lost nine fingers, got 
22,000 razor slices and glue all over me. It 
was a messy procedure.” Morschauser’s 
adult interest was caused by new models 
made entirely of plastic, which were 
easily assembled. “It’s like a drunk,” he 
says, “Once you start doing it you can’t 
stop. I make about five models a week 
and give them away. There are always 
10,000 kids in the neighborhood who want 
them.” Future plans: making an old 
Tallyho coach, reproducing it photograph- 
ically on a Christmas card, and shooting 
a model task force lying off some Pacific 
Island during World War II. 


Your Model: Almost Anybody 
There’s a glamor story in this issue that 
(among other things) answers again the 


familiar lament of the amateur: “If I 
could only afford a model... .” Pop 
Puoto keeps telling you, whenever the 
occasion arises, that not all the good 
models work out of agencies at thirty 


bucks an hour. Some of them ride in the 
same bus with you, some work in your 
office, some are even related to you! Sandi 
Nero, who wrote the story and shot the 
pictures (Your Home: A Glamor Studio, 
pages 64-65), is a young pro with the same 
problem as a lot of non-pros—to keep 
expenses down. One way he does it is to 
use friends for models, and one of the 
friends is Mrs. Jean Sincoff, an attractive

ne of the most worthwhile of all 
indoor photographic projects is 
photographing your own home. 

You may be one of those fortunate in 
dividuals who has just moved into a new 
home or redecorated his place. No mat- 
ter what your other reasons for shooting, 
interior photography is a fine way of 
spending an afternoon. 

The first bit of advice I would pass on 
to anyone ready to photograph an in- 
terior is: begin by shooting under nat- 
ural-light illumination, preferably light 
coming in through a window. Contrary 
to what many beginners believe, some of 
the best interior pictures taken by ex- 
perts are not made with the aid of arti- 
ficial light. Natural shadows and high- 
lights, together with good composition, 





can give you some of the best pictures 
you will ever make of interiors. 

Just about any camera can be used in 
getting good interiors. (The picture 
below was made with an inexpensive 
roll-film reflex camera.) Should you own 
a few floods or flash equipment, or a 
wide-angle lens, so much the better. 

The photographs with this story show 
how you can photograph one room three 
different ways. You can use the tech- 
niques described for your own interiors. 
Study them! 

There are several important points I 
would like to emphasize. They are: 

1 Study interiors in terms of composi- 
tion and whether the area you want to 
photograph is characteristic of the entire 
room. View your room from many angles. 


After correcting faults, room looks like this. (For details on how 
lights were arranged, turn the page.) The lamp cords were Scotch- 
taped down out of sight under tables. The mantle piece was cleared 
and vase was centered. By rolling up some newspaper pages and put- 
ting a match to them, the photographer made a quick fire in the fire- 
place. Composition was improved by doing two things: one, setting 
camera so that it was half way between ceiling and floor in level posi- 
tion. Small 150-watt lamp provided light to give details in foreground. 


Note how illumination was built around keylight, which comes from left. 





















































2 Don’t be afraid to make mistakes. 
You are shooting in your own home and 
can easily reshoot a room without too 
much trouble. 

3 Be extremely careful of all vertical 
lines. For best results you must shoot 
most scenes at eye level, midway between 
ceiling and floor, with the film plane 
absolutely parallel with the walls. (You 
can easily check this with a carpenter's 
spirit level.) Use a tripod. 

4 Substitute floods for regular bulbs 
in lamp sockets when extra light is 
needed. 

S You can also substitute flashbulbs 
for regular bulbs in lamp sockets. 

6 Whenever possible, use a wide-angle 
lens and press-type cameras or view cam- 
eras that offer perspective controls. Study 
composition on groundglass carefully! 

7 Use “roving flash” or “painting with 
light’”” when shooting extra-large rooms. 
Here you must work at night or in sub 
dued daylight. Simply open the shutter 
with your camera set at the desired aper 
ture, then move about the room firing 
flashbulbs or panning with your flood. 
Be careful not to step into the picture 
area. 

8 Hide lights you use within your pic- 
ture. Place them behind furniture and 
corners. Be careful that they do not pro- 
duce hot spots. 
diffusers 


To subdue light, use 


9 Go out of your way to blend artifi- 
cial light with natural light or available 
room light. Watch out for ugly, un 
natural multiple shadows. 

10 Because correct exposure is so im- 
portant in interior photography, make 
sure you know how to use your exposure 
meter or flash guide numbers. If you 
are in doubt about what the right expo- 
sure is, cover yourself by shooting extra 
shots at varying exposures. Mark down 
exposures so you can learn from your 
experiments. 

11 Start on interior photography with 
black-and-white first. If you should want 
to work with color immediately, shoot 
at night so that you will not have to 
worry about balancing sunlight with ar- 
tificial light. Also, watch out for extreme 
contrasts in your room. Use lamps of 
small wattage to give detail in heavy 
shadow areas. 

12 If you should want people in some 
of your interiors, make sure they are in 
comfortable positions so they can remain 
still during your time exposure. 

These are my suggestions for interior 
photography. I hope they will help in 
making good pictures of your home.—@ 

























































































































































































BEFORE SHOOTING CHECK THESE POINTS: 


1. Remove stray objects that clutter up the 
room (excess furniture, unneeded pottery, 
etc.) . 

2 Hide connecting cords of lamps, - radio, 
TV set, or other fixtures. 

3 Cover any objects outside picture area that 
might cast reflection into lens (mirrors, 
etc.). 

4 Study your room and then select the cam- 
era viewpoint carefully. 


5 Make sure your camera is level. (in nor- 
mal-size room, halfway between ceiling and 
floor is best elevation. ) 

6 Arrange all lighting around a keylight. 


7 Use lamps of small wattage to add detail 
in shadow areas.

Inexpensive, easy-to-build models are excellent subjects 


for exciting, realistic photographs 


By JOSEPH MORSCHAUSER III 


The modern trend toward simplifica- 


tion has at last caught up with table- 
top photography. For years only a 
clever few had the skill needed to pro- 
duce realistic table-top pictures because 
the tiny miniatures of planes, ships, and 
cars were just too difficult and time- 
consuming for the average amateur pho- 
tographer to assemble. 

All of us, I am sure, have made at- 
tempts to shoot children’s toys and 
given up in disgust at the lack of real- 
ism in our pictures. But now all that 
is changed. Plastic miniatures with pre-

fabricated parts, which any child or 
adult can assemble, have brought real- 
istic table-top photography within the 
scope of all amateur photographers who 
have a couple of hours to spare and a 
yen for creating exciting pictures. 
Since a table top is nothing more 
than a miniature scene from life, the 
first thing needed is a miniature stage. 
A sturdy card table makes a good one. 
It is big enough to provide a good 
working space and is small enough to 
be accessible from any side. A section 
of the cellar floor will also serve, al- 


though it’s much harder on your back 
and patience. Since lights are needed, 
place the stage near electric outlets but 
keep them out of the way of household 
trafic. Nothing can destroy a_ well- 
planned, half-finished table top more 
quickly than a kick from a playful pup- 
py or an accidental bump by some 
member of the family. 

Almost any good camera will do for 
table-top photography but the single- 
lens reflex is ideal. With this camera 
there are no parallax problems. How- 
ever, modern (Continued on page 107 )

An easy wav to make 


PHOTOMURALS 


Among the most satisfying of photographic achievements, the photomural 


has always seemed too difficult for the amateur. 


But this article puts the facts in apple-pie order 


. oa 

MATERIALS needed for making photo- 
murals like the one shown above include: 
A—“bathinette” for developer B—stop 
bath C—hypo D—Beseler enlarger, hori- 
zontal position E-—safelight F—timer 
G—enlarging paper (roll at left is Kodak 
single-weight R-2, 42 in.xgo ft) H— 
Dektol mixed 1 gal Dektol to 2 or 3 
gals water I—stop bath mixed 5 oz 98

oOo” of the most exciting moments in 
the life of an amateur comes when 
he first sees one of his pictures blown-up 
into a big, clear enlargement. Even if 
the enlargement is only 8 x 10 or 11 x 14 
in size, the added dimensions seem to 
reveal new glory in a particularly favor- 
ed shot. Later, when he is more ex- 
perienced, he may try to make even larg- 
er blow-ups but space and handling 
problems begin to restrict him at some 
point along the way and he can only 
look with envy at professionally enlarged 
photomurals such as those which made 
The Family of Man exhibition so 
breathtaking. 

One day while my wife was bathing 
our month-old daughter, we began talk- 
ing about photomurals. Suddenly, as 
we gazed at the bathinette, we had an 
inspiration. Why not use this very 
familiar object as a container for devel- 
oper, stop bath, and hypo—thus solving 
the most cruciai problem in processing 
photomurals, the handling of large quan- 
tities of photographic solutions. 

But since buying two additional bathi- 
nettes (really, three more, since we still 
needed one for baby) was out of the 
question, we decided to copy some of its 
features and add some of our own. Our 
design combines cheapness, portability, 
and collapsibility and most important of 
all, it gave us the practical means of 
achieving those big blow-ups we had 
only dreamed about. 

Drawing up simple plans, we followed 
the bathinette construction almost exact- 
ly. We planned for three baths 5, ft in 
length, 22 in. wide and go in. deep. Our 
solutions would have a depth of 4-5 in., 
the remaining depth giving us plenty of 
protection against splashing fluids. We 
also raised the baths to 36 in. in height 
to allow one or more people to dunk the 
mural much in the same way as in tray

development of roll film. With the bath 
at this height we would not have to get 
up on chairs or resort to holding our 
hands high over our heads when devel 
oping a long mural. The idea of making 
the whole frame collapsible was inspired 
by the kind of folding gate used in our 
house to keep children from tumbling 
down the staircase 

Details of building the frame: We had 
a local lumberman cut 12 pieces of pine 
measuring 3’x2”x3/,”" and six pieces meas 
uring 5/x2”x34”.

Near a double window in bedroom, the girl arranged her 
self seductively while Nero made intimate portraits. He shot 
from several feet away; above is a cropped version of nega- 
tive. Nero used no close-up attachment, but achieved a simi 
lar effect by eliminating extraneous elements in making the 
enlargement. He also turned the print sidewise—another simple 
glamor trick. There was no direct sunlight entering the window; 
only light from the sky furnished the flattering illumination 


in prosaic surroundings of an apartment living room, 
Nero posed his model slouched in an upholstered chair, her 
face just 244 feet from a lamp with 75-watt bulb, and got 
the dramatic glamor shot above.

hat kind of a studio do you need to shoot glamor 

pictures like a professional? Well, one good answer 
is “None.” The pictures on this spread, like a lot of 
others in my files, were made in a very ordinary city 
apartment, with no photographic lights, and with no 
equipment other than a camera, tripod, and reflector. 
My model was Jean Sincoff, a pretty young woman 
whom I’ve known for many years, and whose little 
daughter I’ve used as a model too (3 Ways with Chil- 
dren, in July 1956 PopuLaAR PHoToGRAPHY).

In another mood, model sat on couch in a spare room, 
exposing pretty legs through folds of housecoat. The only light 
came from two windows at right, more than six feet away. 
Walls of the room were light tan, reflected some light for fill-in. 
Nero based his exposure on incident-light meter reading, hold- 
ing the instrument in the position of the girl’s head so it would 
offer an accurate compromise between highlight and shadow 
sides of her face; there is more than adequate detail in both. 


of the small rooms in my apartment: living room, bed- 
room, and spare room—offering the same situations 
you're likely to find in your own home. Lighting was 
strictly “available,” and no special backgrounds or set- 
tings were necessary. The only props were a cigarette 
and a bunch of paper flowers. The accompanying setup 
shots show pretty clearly how the pictures were made. 
I used a Rolleifiex, sometimes with the Rolleimar | 
close-up attachment, and Tri-X film rated at 160 and 
developed in Microdol. Notice how often the effect 
depends simply on elimination of unwanted detail. And

Vestal used a Pentacon single-lens-reflex camera 
with 58-mm Biotar f/2 lens; exposure: 1/50, f/8, on Tri-X. 


JACK CANNON, a San Francisco photographic salesman, is 
a veteran exhibitor, always fascinated by the possibilities 
of experiments like this one. The bottles are pure white, 
and all color comes from gelatins on three 100-watt spots. 
This is one of eight “variations on a theme” made with a 
Leica IIIf and 90-mm Elmar f/4; 1 second, f/8, Kodachrome.

Hana coloring photographs is almost 
as old as photography itself, as early pho- 
tographers and artists tried to bring 
greater reality to the black-and-white 
medium. Today, even with the use of 
color film, hand coloring plays an im- 
portant part in portraiture, landscapes, 
and other subjects where a color picture 
is desired. Colors can be added as de- 
sired instead of being limited to the re- 
sponse of direct-color film. It is not too 
dificult or expensive and adds consid- 
erable enjoyment to photography as a 
hobby. 

Until recently, the colorist could only 
work on rough paper because the smooth 
finished papers did not have the “tooth” 
needed to hold the colors. Now, how- 
ever, a Pre-Color Spray is available from 
the John G. Marshall Mfg. Co. in a pres- 
sure-spray can which can be applied to 
any surface to prepare it for coloring, 
making it possible to work on glossy 
prints, photostats, cardboard, or news- 
print. A few seconds after the spray is 
applied, the picture is ready for color. 

Iwo methods of applying color are 
now available; the conventional photo- 
oil colors in small tubes, available from 
several manufacturers, or the new color 
pencils, available only from Marshall. 
The tubes offer a wider range of colors 
but the pencils are very useful for fine 
detail. 

The pencils are available only in Color pencils are used for small areas such as the eyes 
transparent oils and in one strength. and lips. These new pencils make possible more complete

made the set of 25 duplicate port- 
folios shown at left as samples for 
his industrial clients, but the same 
method can be used to make a 
memorable gift for your friends 
or relatives.

OW TO BUILD IT 


DISHPAN LIGHT 
FOR PORTRAITS 


By CHARLES N. PRATT 


i’ your photography budget can’t stand 

a high-priced lighting setup, a dish- 
pan light will give your portraits big- 
light quality at very little expense. You 
will find that by working with one light 
source you will not be hampered by 
double shadows and other problems. In 
very little time you'll begin to make the 
most of every exposure, rather than be- 
coming bogged down with a lot of extra 
equipment and having to make decisions 
about what light to use. 

As there are five lights inside the dish- 





pan, the light is spread very evenly over 
a wide area. Bounced off the ceiling or 
walls, it will provide illumination sim- 
ilar to that found out of doors in the 
open shade and allow you to shoot from 
almost any position.

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PHOTOGRAPHING 
MODEL TRAINS 


Here are tips from an expert on how to take dramatic, 


realistic pictures of miniature-railroad equipment

To give illusion of moonlight quality in 
over-all shots, use backlighting on fore- 
ground subjects.

M° railroading can be as exciting 


for the man with a camera as it is 


for the railroad enthusiast. The tricks 
needed for successful shots of model 
equipment are easy to pick up if you 
approach the problem with a bit of pa- 
tience—and they are also useful in many 
other photographic situations. 

In almost every neighborhood there’s 
sure to be a scale-model railroader who’s 
just as interested in his hobby as you are 
in photography. Hunt this man out and 
you'll find his models are rewarding sub- 
jects for your camera. 

Start with some general over-all scenes. 
Then to get the most effective pictures, 
try to make the model scene look like 
real life by placing the camera a few 
inches from the train. If the lens is too 
far from the model scene, the effect is 
like taking a picture of a real railroad 
scene from 500 feet away. Of course the 
negative can be blown-up but the per- 
spective will be unnatural. 


Can you get the lens too close? That 
depends on the size of your final print. 
If your final print is too small, say a 
snapshot, take your picture approximate- 
ly 15 inches away from the model. But 
if the print will be as large as 8x10, move 
the lens in as close as you can to the near 
parts of the scene. 

Another point in making a realistic 
scene is using a low camera angle. Shoot 
most of your close-up scenes from a very 
low level, not higher than the top of the 
train cars, and preferably nearer to track 
level. This gives the models a massive 
look. The low-level view is more natural 
because it corresponds to the viewpoint 
from which we usually see real trains. 

Shooting at this angle isn’t easy to do 
except at the edges of the model-railroad 
table. There must be room for the cam- 
era body and perhaps a tripod. A good 
way to use low levels is to build a scene 
near the edge of a card table, using a 
strip of track, some sawdust for grass or 


earth, some hedges, trees, and other 
scenic items. These can be purchased at 
low cost in a hobby shop 

Unless the camera has extension tubes 
or bellows, it probably cannot be focused 
as close as seven inches from the subject. 
However, any camera can take a photo 
13 inches from the lens if a 3+ close-up 
attachment is placed in front of the regu- 
lar taking lens. These attachments are 
reasonably priced and some are made to 
fit in filter rings. The picture can be 
surprisingly good and clear if the lens 
is stopped down as far as it will go and 
a long exposure time is used. 

If you have interchangeabie lenses, use 
the one with the shortest focal length. It 
doesn’t have to be a wide-angle lens, but 
a wide-angle seems to do the best work 
at close range. For most work I use a 
Linhof Technika with a Wollensak go- 
mm wide-angle lens. For extreme close- 
ups, to show details on the models, I 
have a lens (Continued on page 138 ) 
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Re-covering equipment consists of cement, thinner, India ink, tape,

To give your camera a new look that will both please you 
and result in a higher resale price, re-cover it. The work 
is not difficult and if reasonable attention is paid to details 
and neatness you will save money, because most camera 
manufacturers would rather replace a worn body part than 
re-cover the part which looks worn. In such cases you pay 
for a new metal part when all you need is a new cover. 

Several camera companies sell precut replacement cover- 
ing material. Burleigh Brooks has blanks for most Rolleicord 
and Rolleiflex cameras. Prices for material to re-cover the 
entire camera are $3.50 and $5, respectively, but pieces may 


be purchased to cover only one side or the front of the 
camera. (The material on older Rolleicords cannot be re- 
glued: once it starts to peel, owners of these cameras can 
buy only the replacement piece needed, without re-covering 
the entire camera.) Eastman Kodak Co. also sells precut 
blanks for most of their cameras and information can be ob- 
tained from their Repair Parts Service Div., Rochester, N. Y. 

Other camera companies also sell the material which is 
used to cover their cameras but it is not precut. Nikon, Inc., 
has a strip of material (priced at $1.50) which is suitable 
for re-covering Nikons and many other miniature cameras.

Since leather is too thick, ordinarily, for use on a camera 
body, the covering material used on most cameras is a plastic 
composition. However, if you have a piece of leather you 
would like to use for re-covering, it can be thinned down to 
the proper thickness by a handbag repairman or a leather 
goods merchant, for a nominal charge. 

If you prefer using leather as your re-covering material, 
it can be purchased from arts-and-cralts stores.

Orne of the reasons for the tremendous popularity of 


the 35-mm camera has been the introduction of color 
film and the 2xe2-inch slide. 
reasonably 


Che film is easy to use and 
priced and transparencies are returned 
mounted, ready to use in a projector or viewer. But 
while many people find 35-mm ideal for color, they 
prefer larger negatives for black-and-white so that they 
either must own two cameras or sacrifice the features of 
one camera for the virtues of the other. 

However, it is possible for users of 214x214-inch roll 
film and reflex cameras to have the handy 2xe2-inch 
slides by getting adapters which allow pictures to be 
made small enough to fit regular slide mounts. These 
adapters either mask out excess portions of the regulai 
square frame or else permit the use of miniature 35-mm 
and Bantam film in roll-film cameras. 

Some cameras are factory-planned to use two sizes. 
These include such cameras as the Rolleis and the 
Ricohflex. Other cameras use simple adapters such as 
the Essenkay, the Minidapter, the Kodak 828 adapte 
for the Chevron, or the HIP kit. These permit the use of 
smaller-size film to produce exe slides of varying sizes, 
depending upon the type of kit used. 

Three picture sizes are available to users of 2x2 slides. 
Ihe largest is the Super-Slide size, 154 inches square. 
Regular #120 color film is used with special masking 
kits to give the largest possible area in a standard slide 
size. Both Burleigh Brooks and Hudson Photographic 
Industries put out kits for this size. 

The next size, Bantam 828, is slightly larger than 
35mm and comes in 8-exposure rolls. This is an ad- 
vantage for people who don’t take many pictures; they 
don’t have to leave a long roll of film in the camera until 
they get a chance to finish it. Another advantage is that 
Bantam slides, being slightly larger than 35-mm, can 
be cropped by using 35-mm masks resulting in slightly 
better composition. 

The smallest size, 35-mm, comes in 20- or 36-exposure 
rolls, enough frames so that you can shoot enough pic- 
tures to really cover your subject without reloading. 


Some emulsions come in bulk so that you can load your 
own cartridges at a much lower cost per roll than the 
regular manufacturers’ loaded film. In addition, there 
are certain special-type emulsions like Direct-Positive 
and Microfile which are available only on 35-mm stock. 

The normal lens of a 214x214 camera has a focal 
length of 3 to 31% inches (75 to 85 mm), giving a me- 
dium-telephoto effect with negative areas smaller than 
214x214 in size. This is a valuable asset, especially in 
portraiture; you can fill up your frame without getting 
too close and risking distortion. It also affords a chance 
to reduce the amount of unwanted surrounding matter, 
allowing the photographer to concentrate on his sub- 
ject. 

In addition to the slide adapters, there are two devices 
which are very useful for more specialized photography 
than is normally handled by roll-film cameras. These 
are the Plaubel Automatic 35-mm Roll Film Adapter 
and the Kodak 35-mm Film Adapter. The former is 
designed for use with the Plaubel Makina, but it can 
be adapted to many of the prewar film-pack cameras in 
the 6xg-cm and the gx12-cm sizes, such as the Linhof, 
Recomar, Ideal, and Bee Bee. It can also be used in 
cameras with removable backs, such as the Graphic 
(with Graflok back) and many of the view cameras. 

The Kodak Adapter consists of a revolving panel 
upon which is mounted a groundglass back and the body 
assembly of a 35-mm camera. The adapter is placed on 
the camera back and the scene is composed and focused 
on the groundglass. It is then revolved, placing the $5- 
mm back in picture-taking position. While primarily 
designed for use with the Flurolite Enlarger, it can 
be used as a camera when fitted with a lens and shutte1 
(Flurolite Camera Combination) or adapted to the 
same type of film-pack cameras as the Plaubel back de- 
scribed above. 

For accurate fit, a good camera mechanic should make 
any changes needed to adapt these two units to your 
camera. Here are the details of some of the more widely 
used slide adapters now available for 120 cameras.

Rolleikin: 

The Rolleikin, from Burleigh Brooks, permits the use 
of 20- or 36-exposure 35-mm film in Rolleiflex and Rol- 
leicord cameras. The latest model Rolleikin 2 uses the 
regular camera-back panel which has a sliding pressure 
plate, adapting it for use with either 120 or 35-mm film. 
It fits all Rolleicords with serial numbers over 1,137,000 
and all Rolleiflexes with serial numbers over 1,100,000. 
Older models require the Rolleikin 1, which has a spe- 
cial back with a counter mechanism in place of the 
regular camera back. 

rhe Rolleikin 2 consists of a film-guide frame, a take- 
up spool, and fixtures to hold a 35-mm cartridge in the 
lower film chamber. There is also an exposure-counter 
knob. Some of the newest Rolleis come equipped with 
this counter but it can be easily installed if your camera 
does not have one. 

With the Rolleikin in place, film transport is carried 
out in the usual manner, the film stopping automatical- 
ly. After all exposures have been made, the film is re- 
wound into the original cartridge. A fiber mask placed 
on the groundglass outlines (Continued on page 140) 


Currently available film adapters (right) include 
Rolleikin (Fig. 1) for using 95-mm film in Rolleiflex and Rollei 
cord cameras. For large-size color slides, Super-Slide kit (Fig. 2) 
is available for Rollei cameras. This gives a 154x154 picture 
area, almost full size of exg-inch mount. Ricohflex adapter 
(Fig. 3) is complete 35-mm unit which fits into camera, replac- 
ing regular 120 film-transport system. Kodak adapter (Fig. 4) 
uses 8-exposure 828 film in Kodak cameras, giving a slightly 
larger frame than regular 35-mm film.

fT Germany is not the center of the 
photographic world it certainly seemed 
so at this year’s Photokina, the huge in- 
ternational trade and photo show in Co- 
logne, which was so overwhelming in 
size that it took three PopuLar PHoroc- 
RAPHY editors eight days to cover it. 

The international trade fair was staged 
within the mammoth exposition grounds 
on the east bank of the Rhine, in Cologne, 
Germany, from September 29 through 
October 7. This was the fifth Photokina, 
the first having originated as a domestic 
German affair in 1950. 

Photokina was enormous. It occupied 
660,000 square feet of floor space and 
housed the exhibition booths of 521 com- 
panies representing 12 countries, includ- 
ing the United States, as well as one of 
the largest exhibitions of photographs 
ever assembled anywhere under one roof. 
More than 3,300 prints of wide-ranging 
types made by photographers of all 
kinds from 32 countries, including some 
behind the iron curtain, were exhibited, 
and more than 196,000 people from all 
parts of the world attended. No trade 


show ever held in the United States 
could hold a candle to this one. It was 
not only big, but so well organized and 
the booths designed in such excellent 
taste that the total effect was one of dig- 
nity and opulence.

Novel tripod designs continued to in- 
trigue visitors at the fair. The pan-and- 
tilt head of the Bilora Model 1420 utilizes 
a pair of permanent magnets to provide

The center pillar of a new 
heavy-duty tripod made by H. J. Riess 
of Munich is raised and lowered by a 
jack-handle type of lever operation. :

Tewe Universal Motivsucher. This 
professional 35-mm finder for wide-screen 
and normal cinematography works on the 
zoom principle to cover effective focal 
lengths from 18.5 to 200 mm.

Meteor Vertoscop. A device which 
projects a black-and-white negative onto 
a small enclosed screen to form a posi- 
tive image attracted wide interest at the 
Photokina. Developed and manufactured 
by the Meteor Apparatebau of Siegen, 
West Germany, this reversal viewer is 
called the Vertoscop and works on the 
“quenching of fluorescence by infrared 
radiation” principle which, the Meteor 
company informs us via a press release, 
was described by Goethe in 1810. 

What this means is, very simply, that 
when a 


screen 


fluorescent material is excited 
by ultraviolet light it will remain dark 
if simultaneously exposed to infrared ra- 
diation. Thus, when a negative is pro- 


jected onto a fluorescent screen by a 


mixed source of both ultraviolet and in- 
frared, the thinner areas will transmit 
more infrared and appear darker while 
the blacker negative regions will transmit 
less infrared and appear lighter. The 
effect is to produce a preview of the final 
positive print from the negative. 

The effective 
“density” 


and _ over-all 
of the preview image can be 
controlled by means of a seven-step bril- 


contrast 


liance adjustment and by means of swing- 
in ultraviolet absorbing filters. The model 
demonstrated handles negatives of all 
sizes up to 214x314, in any lengths, and 
magnifies the image 2!2 times. 

Patented elements in the Vertoscop de- 
sign are the direction of the radiation, the 
right-angle-enclosed 
ment,

and several of the filter combina- 
tions employed. It is also claimed that 
the fluorescent screen is coated with trip- 
ly activated zinc sulphide prepared by a 
secret process, and—it is alleged—for the 
first time. 

In addition to the obvious benefits 
which photographers, photo editors, and 
even clients of photofinishing establish- 
ments may derive from being able to see 
their negatives exactly as they will finally 
appear in positive print form, scientists, 
technicians and others will undoubtedly 
find this device extremely useful. The 
Vertoscop is now being used by aerial-in- 
telligence photo interpreters of the 
USAF, RAF, and other NATO countries. 
The readers of these pages should also be 
interested in the fact that one of these 
units was purchased on the spot by Bill 
Sumits, Chief Photographer for Life mag- 
azine, who great 
selecting pictures directly from negatives 
when standard contact prints would be 
impractical because of time factors. In 
Germany the Meteor Vertoscop sells for 
the equivalent of about $250, but its final 
cost to US consumers once it is distrib-

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Add Color to Your Prints 


tubes may be purchased in either regular 
or extra-strong colors and either of these 
may be rendered opaque with the addi- 
tion of flake-white coloring. Pencils hold 
the coloring advantage in that colors may 
be blended by working two or more pen- 
cils in any one area; they can be applied 
over a layer of tube-type oil coloring al- 
ready on a print. Colors from tubes may 
be mixed and then applied, but it is diffi- 
cult to apply one color over another since 
frequently one color will “cancel” out 
another. 

Professionals rely mainly on the tubes 
since more basic colors provide a quick 
range of colors across the spectrum that 
cannot be matched by the eighteen pen- 
cils. In portrait studios, the pencils are a 
supplementary tool to the colorist, es- 
pecially useful in coloring detail around 
the eyes, in the clothing, or in floral de- 
tails. 

Other materials necessary include 
skewers (pointed sticks of smooth wood 
in sizes of round toothpicks up to beau- 
tician’s orange sticks), absorbent cotton 
(long-fibre type), cleaning fluid (Marlene 
or carbon tetrachloride) to remove un- 
desired color, Marshall Extender (a color- 
less oil base which reduces the strength 
of colors without thinning them) and 
such household items as thumbtacks, 
cleansing tissues, and a worktable. 

Prints chosen for coloring should be 
suited to the technical requirements of 
the materials. Not all prints are desirable 
as subject matter. Beginners should be 
especially careful in selecting prints with 
tonal values that allow coloring success. 
A perfect black-and-white portrait should 
be a bit on the light side and a bit more 
contrasty than ordinary. Highlights will 
be cleanly white; halftone values should 
be light while shadows are luminous. 

A face should be lit so that it is in the 
full light with delicate shadows on one 
side. Portraits in a deep key or with half- 
side lighting and with major areas in 
a dark-gray value cannot be colored to 
proper clean, clear flesh tones. Transpar- 
ent oil colors in a light tone cannot be 


| properly applied over a dark background. 


Sepia-toned portraits are much easier 
to color than regular black-and-white 
prints, particularly if the subject is blond 
or fair. This is because the base color is 
warm. In black-and-white prints, the 
base color of gray appears as a blue 
which complicates color purity. Avoid 
cream-paper prints. 

Prints of landscapes and inanimate sub- 
jects such as industrial scenes should be 
brilliant. In these photos, black shadows 
may be major elements. Trees in silhou- 
ette, building outlines and other dark 
masses can be included since the color 
can be introduced in the sky and light 
areas with believable reality. 

Ocean scenes, flowers, and animals are 
well suited to interpretive treatments. 
Prints of the ocean can be of medium 
tone and of strong contrast. In choosing 
the flower and animal prints, look for 


| strong textural interests which can be 


maintained in the details of the flower 
structure and in fur to establish photo- 
graphic delineation.

The technique of coloring follows a 
pattern of operation proved after fifty 
years of practice with oil-based materials. 
Here are the basic steps: 

1. Ready the print for coloring by 
spraying with Pre-Color Spray or by wip- 
ing its emulsion with a wad of cotton 
moistened with Liquid Medium or tur- 
pentine. 

2. With a portrait, most common of all 
subject matter for oil coloring, the back- 
ground is a good starting point. (Many 
colorists prefer to leave the background 
till last, but this is largely a matter of 
personal choice.) Use a large wad of cot- 
ton to smear the color of your choice over 
the entire background without being 
finicky about whether or not it runs over 
into the hair. Try to keep it off light 
areas like the face, arms, or light-colored 
clothing. 

These background colors have proven 
effective: 

For Blonds: blue, Payne’s gray, cobalt 
violet, or viridian. 

Black Hair: yellow, any shade of rose 
or green. 

Brown or Red Hair: raw sienna, green, 
blue, or violet. 

Gray Hair: blues, violets, greens, or 
rose. Avoid browns and yellows. 

3. Another tuft of cotton in the fingers 
will form a small wad to color the hair. 
Try to avoid the face. Try for a soft blend- 
ing at the face and hair meeting places. 

Blond: raw sienna. Cadmium yellow 
in highlights. Verona brown in shadows. 

Black: cadmium yellow or sepia with 
Extender. Blue is suitable in highlights in 
many cases. 

Red: burnt sienna with Verona brown 
in shadows. 

Brown: Verona brown with sepia in 
shadows; burnt sienna in highlights. For 
darker hair, add ivory black to the 
Verona brown; raw sienna in highlights. 

4. Work flesh color into face and neck 
and don’t be afraid to rub color right 
over the eyes and teeth. Blend evenly 
where it meets hair or background areas. 
(Facial coloring varies considerably; 
other colors in the flesh part of the spec- 
trum may be more suitable as a base.) 

5. Add cheek color right over the flesh 
color with a light touch on the cheeks. 
Blend off. 

6. Now with a clean skewer of dry cot- 
ton, clean out highlights in hair to give it 
“life” and brilliance; with a skewer mois- 
tened with Extender, clean whites of eyes 
and the teeth. 

7. Apply color to the iris in eyes. Then 
add black to pupil. 

Blue: ultramarine or Chinese blue. 

Gray: neutral Tint. 

Brown: sepia or Verona brown. 

Hazel: Verona brown; some raw sienna 
and tree green. 

8. Accentuate highlights on cheekbones, 
nose, chin, mouth, and forehead with a 
clean, dry skewer with cotton. 

9. Color the lips with lipstick red. 

10. Color clothing as desired, Choose 
colors which will not clash with the es- 
sential harmony established between 
facial coloring and background. 

11, Clean edges of print with Marlene 
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or carbon 
cotton. 

The most difficult part of this coloring 
will be in correctly portraying skin. Suc- 
cess with skin ties in choosing any of the 
ready-made flesh tones and then moderat- 
ing it in the shadows and highlights with 
other colors. Tiny bits and suggestions of 
other colors enrich the skin and heighten 
the reality of the work. 

As a partial guide for coping with wom- 
en’s complexions: 

Blond: Flesh #2 or flesh with a little 
cheek, 4:1. In shadows, carmine mixed 
with Verona brown or Flesh #3. Clean 
out highlights. 

Brunette: flesh over-all, Verona brown 
with carmine in shadows. For the cheeks, 
lip or carmine and cheek together. 

Olive: over-all wash of raw sienna and 
flesh with burnt sienna in shadows. A 
little tree green with burnt sienna in 
shadows around nostrils. 

For men: 

Regular flesh is an ideal base tone. 
Light shadow areas: mix carmine or 
cheek with Verona brown. Other face 
shadows: burnt sienna or raw sienna. 

For sun-tanned faces, burnt sienna with 
raw sienna in the half-tones. 

With these suggestions you will get a 
start in portraits. You will find that slight 
tones of blue, deftly tipped in with a pen- 
cil, will add “coolness” to your portraits 
while orange values will add “warmth” 
to a face in the sun. 

Additional hints are offered by experi- 
enced workers to help you get off to a 
good start: 

1. Work by “north light” or by a day- 
light-type lamp. Do not work in the di- 
rect sun. Try not to use ordinary house 
lights when coloring as these impart a 
yellowish light that will deceive your 
coloring efforts. 

2. Squeeze out only a pea-size amount 
of each color on a piece of glass or tile 
before starting. 

3. If the cap of a color tube sticks, hold 


tetrachloride on a wad of 


it over the flame of a match for a second. 

4. Don’t start a print unless you have 
enough time to finish it. If you can’t, con- 
fine your work to one section: the back- 
ground or the face or the clothing. Never | 
try to work over a print that has dried. | 
If your work in progress is unsatisfac- | 
tory, wipe off all the paint and begin | 
again when you have ample time. 


5. Learn to wrap toothpicks and skew- | 


ers into tiny points for details, loosely 
for blending. Keep a good supply of cot- 
ton on hand and don’t be afraid to use it. 

6. To clean an area, wipe it down with 
Marlene or carbon tetrachloride. Then 
wipe it with a facial tissue to absorb ex- 
cess moisture and oil. 

7. Add flake white to any color to make 
it opaque. Try opaquing first on clothing | 
or background. 

8. Control your color by controlling 
your skewer. Daub the skewer onto the 
palette to remove excess color. Try to 
develop and use a light touch. 

9. Remember that no single color can 
properly cover all of a face, all of an area, 
all of a subject. Shadows must be dark- 
ened with a suitable tone; highlights can 
be lighter or with the suggestion of a dif- 
ferent hue. 

10. Brilliance in color cannot be ob- 
tained with “Regular” colors by piling 
them on thickly. This is accomplished 
with “Extra Strong” oils which can be 
applied so as to hold or lose detail in the 
print beneath. 

11. When completed, prints are left to 
dry overnight. Then they can be var- 
nished with Duolac to a beautiful gloss. 

Much helpful information on coloring 
photographs can be secured from the 
various manufacturers of photo oil colors. | 
These include John G. Marshall, Eastman | 
Kodak, Nevets-Phillips, Grumbacher, and 
F. Weber. The color pencils are imported 
by Marshall, who also publish an au- 
thoritative book on the subject, Photo- 
Oil Coloring for Fun or Profit, by Lucile 
Robertson Marshall.—e

close-up devices can be purchased for 
most cameras and they do a fine job. 
Since the average table-top shot is made 
from between eighteen inches to four feet 
from the subject you can get along with 
only one close-up lens. If you really get 
involved in this type of photography you 
can purchase other lenses later. 

The rest of your photographic needs 
consist of a light meter, medium-speed 
film for fine grain like Plus-X, enough 
speed to use small f-stops without exces- 
sively long exposures, a couple of clamp- 
on photofloods, two light stands, a tripod, 
and a cable release. An extension cord or 
two can also be of use. Most of these items 
are already in the possession of most ama- 
teur photographers but if you don’t have 
them all, get them before you start. 

With your photographic equipment all 
set the next thing you need is a plan. 
Draw a rectangle (or a square if your 
camera is of twin-lens type) on a piece 
of paper and within it sketch out the ele- 
ments of your picture. At the same time 
note the items you will need to construct 
your shot. Keep your first picture idea

simple. Plan to use only one or possibly 
two simple miniatures. Getting involved 
in a very complicated setup right off will 
discourage you and besides, this is a two- 
hour table top, not a year’s production. 

Plastic miniature kits made by Revell, 
Lindberg, Pyro, and Aurora are available 
in many hobby shops, five-and-tens, drug 
stores, etc. The kits are inexpensive and 
parts are prefabricated and complete to 
the smallest detail. They can be easily as- 
sembled by using styrene plastic glue. 
Follow kit instructions and pay attention 
to details like decals and touch up paint- 
ing. Most kits do not require painting but 
a little touch of pink on the faces of plane 
pilots and the like will improve the effect. 
The average kit takes about an hour to 
assemble and touch up, but though assem- 
bly is easy don’t get sloppy. Half-hearted 
construction work. will lick you before 
you start. 

Once your miniature is finished you are 
ready to begin setting up your table-top 
shot. Select a background that fits your 
subject and put it at one end of your 
stage. This background can be plain white

paper or a movie screen if paper isn’t 
available in the desired size. An old sheet 
or blanket stretched on a frame can also 
be used. A big (16x20) enlargement from 
one of your negatives makes an exciting 
background, too. 

With your background in place add 
your miniatures and any other props you 
need for the right effect. It’s wise to set 
up your camera and check your progress 
in the finder as you go along. Things look 
completely different through a camera 
finder and it’s there that you should check 
your composition. Don’t trust anything 
but the view your camera sees. When you 
finish building your scene, set up your 
lights, again checking the finder for shad- 
ows and excessive hot spots of reflection 
from the shiny plastic of the miniature. 
Take several meter readings in different 
parts of your setup and set your f-stop 
shutter combination to get the effect you 
want. The result will be a variety of ex- 
citing pictures on a single roll of film. 

Table-top photography with these new 
miniatures is fun and quite easy but 
there are some rules of thumb that can 
simplify the procedure. 

1 Always make sure all elements of 
your picture are in sharp focus, including 
the background. Keep your lens stopped 
down to f/16 or f/22 when you shoot. 
Once in a while you can get away with 
letting a foreground element go out of 
focus, but this is an exception. 

2 Keep the lighting simple. There’s only 
one main source of outside light, the sun, 
and it doesn’t produce criss-cross shad- 
ows. One light with a fill-in reflector op- 
posite is better than five that create odd 
shadows. 

3 Use the finest thread you can get to 
suspend airplane models in the set. Tie a 
loop of thread, the same color as the 
plane, around the plane and then tie your 
suspension thread, which should be the 
same color as your background, to this 
loop. If you must include foreign ele- 
ments, make them as small as possible 
and try to blend them with the back- 
ground or other elements in the picture. 

4 Don’t include things not needed in 
your final set. You can shoot a sea-level 
ship scene without bothering to set up 
a sea. Just crop the shot at the ship’s 
water line. (If you want to shoot from 
above or include water use a sheet of 
rough glass or milky sheet plastic over 
aluminum foil. Flour makes an excellent 
wake.) Cropping can be done in your 
enlarger if you can’t manage it in your 


| finder. 


5 Use artificial props. Dirt sifted 
through a kitchen strainer is a good sub- 
stitute for earth. Use sifted flour or corn 
starch for snow. Black paper cut in a 
strip and lined with chalk down the cen- 
ter looks just like a black-top road. Cotton 
makes excellent white smoke, steel wool 
good black. The list is endless—just use 
your imagination and your eyesight! 

6 Remove unwanted detail from your 
print. A spotting medium can eliminate 
a bit of thread on a print but don’t try to 
wash out something big. If you don’t want 
to do this work on every print from orig- 
inal negatives, make a copy negative of 
the cleaned-up print. It’s not pure pho- 
tography but it improves realism. 

7 Double-print. If you use a white 
background double-print clouds from an- 
other negative into your table-top sky 
when you make your prints. This, how- 
ever, should be done with care and taste. 

Modern technology has given the ama- 
teur photographer fine cameras and 
equipment. Now realistic table-top photo- 
graphs can be made with plastic minia- 
tures and a little work. Two-hour table 


tops can be a family affair. Why not try 
them?—

clear and bright, so that you’re never 
even temporarily in doubt about exactly 
how far your picture extends in any given 
direction, or whether some object is or is 
not included within the frame. 

Four small triangles painted the same 
highly visible pinkish-white as the pic- 
ture rectangle, and illuminated in the 
same way, have been described in a re- 
cent advertisement as “focus points which 
permit photographers with spectacles to 
see the image accurately.” Despite the 
fact that I have been bespectacled, man 
and boy, for nigh onto 16 years, this ex- 
planation for the existence of these trian- 
gles never occurred to me. 

Left to my own devices with a proto- 
type of the 35-III in the old preimpor- 
tation days, I assumed that these four 
little triangles were parallax markers 
and privately congratulated the Aires 
folks for having placed them outside of 
the frame where they don’t clutter up 
the picture area. “Focus points” or what- 
ever, I can attest from experience that 
they do provide accurate parallax com- 
pensation. With subjects approximately 
three feet from the camera, I assume that 
the two smaller triangles (which are 
pointed toward each other) indicate safe 
limits for the top of the picture when the 
camera is held horizontally, and for the 
right-hand border when it is held ver- 
tically. In moving closer than three {cet, 
it is, of course, necessary to leave an in- 
creased amount of space open on this side 
of the frame. 

Aside from the high-quality Coral lens 
and the unique combined rangefinder- 
viewfinder systems which are the chief 
points of interest in the 35-III, we might 
also mention the strong, dependable film- 
advance and shutter-cocking mechanism 
with which the camera is equipped.

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SHOOTING FAULTS 


1 Lack of close-ups 


Never leave a subject without checking poss for close-ups. One 
falling leaf conveys an autumn mood better than an entire mountain- 
side of color; the power of industrial machinery is given impact by a 
close-up of a revolving wheel. 


2 Monotonous eye-level shooting 


1 the shooting angle you have a powerful tool for changing relation- 

ps of elements within a scene. You can move up or down, right or 
left, depending on what you want to emphasize. Check viewfinder be 
tore you shoot. 


3 Shaky “hand-held” scenes 


Many good scenes are ruined because the cameraman did not use a 
tripod, unipod, or other firm support while shooting. Tripods should be 
used whenever possible. When conditions do not permit brace camera 
against wall or other solid foundation. 


4 Poor panning 


Plan before panning. Panning should be slow, smooth, and even. De- 
termine what requires a pan and what scene would be better with just 
straightforward shooting. Fewer pans mean a better picture. 


5 No attempts at getting the unusual 


The mark of a good photographer is his ability to see things that others 
miss. Look for ‘different’ shots. Don't be afraid to experiment. Study 
me of the documentary films for offbeat and different ideas.

EDITING FAULTS

1 Unnecessary scenes 
When unnecessary scenes are removed, films usually improve. There is 
nothing quite so deadly as the quiet boredom which slowly permeates 


an audience when confronted with irrelevant scenes. Keep dead spots 
out of your films. 


2 Too long a film 


There is nothing wrong in producing a long film but it must keep the 
audience's attention. It is better to think in terms of the shortest time 
necessary for the effective presentation of the film. 


3 Rhythm of scenes monotonous 


A rapid series of short scenes highlights a particularly exciting segment 
of a story and brings the audience to the edge of their seats. Longer 
scenes create atmosphere of relaxation and calm. Vary scenes in film. 


4 Scenes too long 


Don't drag out any action that can be conveyed quickly. Once a scene 
does its job, end it. One overly long scene can ruin the pace of your 
entire film. Break up scenes by varying camera angle when shooting. 


5 Poor cutting 


Break up shots by weaving in seconds of different scenes, and then go 
back to original scene. For example, shot of person close-up in 
“looking” pose can be cut with scene he is looking at.

The new Vitessa T does away with the 
bellows of previous Vitessas (which will 
continue to be produced) and offers 
whole-lens interchangeability with the

and Vitessa T should both be on dealers’ 
shelves by mid ’57. 

Six medium-price cameras incorporat- 
ing whole-lens interchangeability (with 
behind-the-lens shutters) plus built-in 
light meters are the Lordomat C-35, Super 
Edixa SL, Photavit “36,” Super Paxette 
IIb, King Regula III d, and the Agfa Ambi 
Silette. These cameras are also equipped 
with coupled rangefinders, rapid-advance 
levers, and large, bright viewfinders 
which in some cases make provision for 
the various focal lengths supplied. 

The professional model of the M-3 Leica 
which was first reported in Norman C. 
Lipton’s PopuLAR PHOTOGRAPHY article 


| several months ago, made its debut at 


Photokina. Called the “MP,” it incorpo- 


| rates a Leicavit base-plate trigger wind 


(in addition to the standard top-side 
double-throw lever), a manually set 
frame counter in place of the M-3’s auto- 
matic counter, and no self timer. Special- 


ly designed to meet the requests of some 


U. S. magazine pros, the Leica MP is an 


| exceptionally rugged camera which will 


be available in both chrome and black- 
paint finish. Supplies will be very limited 
and the camera will cost about $80 more 
than the standard M-3 body. 

Leitz also unveiled three completely 
redesigned lenses—a novel “dual range” 
Summicron, a Summaron wide-angle with 
an auxiliary element which adapts the 
M-3 (or MP) camera’s viewfinder to the 
35-mm field of view, and a 400-mm Telyt 
of 5 element Gauss-type construction.

The new Summicron 50-mm f/2 is in a 
rigid (non-collapsible) lens mount, and 
has two separate focusing ranges. When 
the lens is bayoneted into the mount of 
either “M” camera it focuses from infinity 
to about 39% inches. At the top of the 
lens barrel, flush against the camera body, 
there is a flat area with dovetail slots on 
either side, and a spring-loaded button in 
the center. A special close-focusing at- 
tachment slides into these slots, depress- 
ing the spring-button to unlock the close- 
focusing range, positioning separate 
optical elements in front of both the 
rangefinder and viewfinder windows. The 
lens is now prepared to focus from 34 to 
19 inches with both the coupled-range- 
finder and automatic parallax features of 
the M-3 and MP Leicas. The close-range 
focusing and framing device is very easy 
to attach and remove, and may be pur- 
chased separately when needed, or not at 
all, as it is not used over the normal fo- 
cusing range. 

The Summaron lens with the auxiliary 
optical unit for widening the M cameras’ 
50-mm viewfinder field to cover the great- 
er angle of field of the 35-mm focal length 
(like the dual range Summicron) is made 
only for the Leica M-3 and MP cameras. 
The optical-field compensating device, 
which superficially resembles the Summi- 
cron close-range unit, attaches to the lens 
in much the same way. Unlike the Sum- 
micron, however, this gadget must be pur- 
chased with the lens which, as a matter

of fact, will neither focus nor couple to 
the rangefinder without it. It’s also worth 
noting that this new Summaron focuses 
as close as 26 inches instead of the 34% 
feet which has been standard heretofore. 

Both the new Summicron and Summa- 
ron lenses have linear diaphragms which 
give even spacing between consecutive 
f-stops. In other words, the distance be- 
tween f/2 and f/2.8 is exactly equal to the 
spacing between f/11 and f/16. Another 
point about the new Summicron is that 
it can be removed from the rigid dual- 
range lens mount for use with the new 
Focaslide copying attachment. Another 
rigid-mount Summicron introduced at 
Photokina has only one focusing range 
(34 inches to infinity) but all other fea- 
tures of the dual-range version. 

In a separate exhibit of Leitz equipment 
for scientific and medical photography we 
spotted a special setup for endophotogra- 
phy (the photographic exploration of body 
cavities). Our reason for mentioning this 
setup is that it included a reflex housing 
of rather unique design. Very thin and 
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flat, this device uses a prism mounted 
within a spherical cover on top of the 
housing from which protrudes a 90-degree 


movable, but what is available (or will be 


| available) to replace it, and whether this 


new housing will eventually replace the 
current model of the Leica Visoflex, are 
interesting questions upon which we are 
unable to shed any light at this time. 

In the top-bracket single-lens-reflex 
field the major emphasis is now directed 
toward fully automatic lens diaphragming 
through the camera’s shutter release but- 
ton. The new Pentacon F and the Prak- 
tina FX both feature such systems and 
have auto-diaphragm lenses available. 
These objectives require only that a cock- 
ing lever be reset between exposures. A 
third auto-diaphragm camera not now be- 
ing imported into the U. S. is the Edixa 


| Reflex made by Wirgin in Wiesbaden. For 
| the present there are no plans to bring this 


camera into the U. S. A special model 
of the Pentacon, called the “FB,” and the 
Super Edixa Reflex have built-in photo- 
electric exposure meters. 

Lenses for fully automatic diaphragm- 
ing are being produced by almost all of 
the principal optical manufacturers who 
have been making lenses for the single- 
lens-reflex camera market. Most of these 
have been limited to short- and normal- 
focus lenses, but the trend is swinging into 
the longer focal lengths as well. More de- 
tails of these are given in Photokina 
Product Highlights, elsewhere in this sec- 
tion. 

Three off-beat camera designs which 
temporarily fascinated us were the Agi- 
matic, the Werra, and the DeJur Revo- 
lette. The Agimatic, produced by Agilux 
of England, is a tiny handful of camera 


| with a nine-speed behind-the-lens shutter, 


interchangeable lenses, built-in noncou- 


| pled rangefinder, an extinction-type expo- 


sure meter, and a film transport which is 
a continuation of the shutter-release but- 
ton, so that one sustained push takes the 
picture, positions the next frame, and re- 
tensions the shutter. This little camera 
may be imported late in 1957, and should 
sell for well under $100. The Werra cam- 
era’s chief feature is its use of a reversi- 
ble leather-covered sunshade to enclose 
the lens-and-shutter assembly when the 
camera is not in use. In addition, film 
transport and shutter resetting are accom- 
plished by twisting the large flange at the 
base of the lens-and-shutter barrel, which 
looks like a knurled focusing ring, and the 
viewfinder is so large that special instruc- 
tions are given in the accompanying man- 


ual to prevent peering through it from 
an angle. The Werra is made by Car] Zeiss 
in Eastern Germany and is not being im- 
ported to the U. S. The DeJur Revolette 
is one of those perennial answers to the 
problem of deciding to carry either a 
black-and-white or a color camera: this 
solution—one camera riding piggy-back 
on top of its twin. Two lenses are mounted 
on a simple pull-out-revolve-and-snap- 
back turret. The model we saw had a 
45-mm f/2.8 and an 85-mm f/5.6. A 90-mm 
f/3.8 will also be produced for this camera, 
which is being made in DeJur’s German 
factory. Delivery is scheduled for within 
six months, and the camera will be avail- 
able with either one or two lenses. 

Another solution to the color or black- 
and-white problem is offered by the Adox 
300, a product of the same Dr. Schleussner 
who makes the Adox films. The 300 is 
equipped with either a Schneider or a 
Steinheil 45-mm f/2.8 lens in a Compur 
shutter, a Bewi rapid-reading push-button 
exposure meter, and a double-stroke fin- 
ger-lever film advance on the left-hand 
side of the lens-and-shutter flange. But its 
real claim to fame is its system of inter- 
changeable film magazines. These are 
really almost complete cameras in them- 
selves, incorporating film-advance, count- 
ing, take-up, rewinding, and visible-type 
indicator mechanisms. Opening the cam- 
era to remove a magazine automatically 
closes a light trap to protect the film in- 
side, and after insertion of the new maga- 
zine, locking the camera closed opens the 
trap of the second magazine. In a com- 
petition among German amateur photog- 
raphers held at Photokina, the winner was 
able to switch magazines in exactly 6.2 
seconds. The Adox people will probably 
wait until a coupled rangefinder can be 
added to the design before making any 
attempt to sell this camera in the United 
States. 

Several Japanese firms had booths at 
Photokina, but the only new camera was 
shown by Riken Industries of Tokyo, 
makers of the well-known Ricoh cameras. 
The new model, cailed the Ricoh 500, is a 
completely restyled version of the Ricoh 
35 with the same base-piate trigger wind 
for high-speed film advance and shutter 
recocking. The lens is now an f/2.8 Riken 
anastigmat, and the caméra is equipped 
with a folding-lever rapid rewind. The 
Ricoh 500 should be immediately avail- 
able in the U. S. with a $69 price tag. 

These then were the 35-mm camera 
highlights at Photokina 1956. For infor- 
mation about the new 35-mm lenses and 
accessories see the Photokina Highlights 
story beginning on page 94.—@ 
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tronic flash outfits (Braun, Ultrablitz, 
Multiblitz) which are also exported to the 
United States. Germany produces a vari- 
ety of films, including Agfa, Perutz, Adox, 
Hauff, and Turaphot, and this year Zeiss 
Ikon has introduced two new ones—Con- 
tapan, a black-and-white emulsion, and a 
color film called Ikolor, both manufac- 
tured by Gevaert in Belgium.

Jugend photographiert 1956. 

The Jugend photographiert 1956 was 
sponsored by the Federal Minister of the 
Interior, Dr. Gerhard Schroeder, and was 
selected by the Working Committee of 
Young Photographers (about whom more 
later) in cooperation with the Association 
of the German Federal Youth Ring and 
the Juvenile Department of Public Wel- 
fare in the eleven German Federal States. 
Photographers up to 25 years of age were 
eligible, but there were pictures by boys 
and girls as young as nine. Although 
there was a good deal of imitative work 
shown, most of the pictures were fresh 
and individual in approach. There was an 
over-all feeling that young people in Ger- 
many were awakening to the expressive 
possibilities of photography. They seemed 
to be using their cameras to sharpen their 
own vision of the world around them and 
to look at themselves honestly and criti- 
cally. 

This youth show was a threefold revela- 


| tion: 1) It appeared to have been drawn 
| from every area of the country and was 


therefore truly representative of German 
youth; 2) It was sponsored by the federal 
government, and 3) It not only had re- 
ceived the blessings of the German indus- 
try but actually received direct financial 
support from both the manufacturers and 
the camera stores. 

In no other country, including the US., 


|| have young photographers been offered a 


helping hand by a united photographic 
industry. Here’s how it is being done 
here: First of all there are 14 youth or- 
ganizations throughout Germany each of 
which appoints a committee member to 
serve on the Working Committee of Young 
Photographers. These individual commit- 
tee members stimulate interest in photog-

to organize the Photokina exhibition 
every two years. All this takes money 
and if it weren’t for the industry support 
the program probably would not be as 


|| successful as it is. But the industry got 


together and set up an organization for 
the promotion of photography in Ger- 
many. Part of the program was to as- 
sist any worthy activities that would 
encourage the use of photography among 
young people and in education. The in- 


| dustry association agreed to contribute 


.01 per cent of each German mark of sales 


| to a special fund. The manufacturers 


agreed to donate .006 per cent and the 


| dealers .004 per cent. The Working Com- 


mittee of Young Photographers received 


| from this fund to help prepare this year’s 


exhibition the sum of 100,000 marks 
(about $21,000), and Photokina contrib- 


| uted an additional 35,000 marks ($9,000). 


U.S. photographic industry please copy! 

To return to the other German exhibit 
—Germany Today was quite impressive 
from the standpoint of technical quality 
and conventional composition, but the 
composite picture of contemporary Ger- 
many, which the show was supposed to 
give, got little further than the surface 
of things. There were marvelous archi- 
tectural pictures, well-composed city and 
country scenes, a few dramatic stage 
shots, but only an occasional glimpse of 


| the people, as they live, work, and play. 


This exhibit was distinguished by superb 
print quality—unmistakable evidence of 
the Germans’ technical skill and pre- 
occupation with perfection. The genius 
for making precision cameras is synony- 
mous with the technical excellence of 
the photographers’ work. But too many 
German photographers achieve this tech- 
nical excellence by sacrificing the fresh- 
ness of vision and freedom of response to 
what goes on around them, which was 
much more in evidence in some of the 
non-German Photokina exhibitions. 

The most impressive of the non-Ger- 
man shows was that of Magnum, the 
well-known cooperative picture agency, 
which was founded nearly ten years ago 
by the late Robert Capa. Each of twelve 
Magnum photographers (Ernst Haas, the 
late Werner Bischof, W. Eugene Smith, 
and Cartier-Bresson among them) was 
represented with a life-size picture story 
organized so successfully that the pictures 
gathered an impact they never had in the 
magazines which originally published 
them. This was magazine photography 
at its best, and it served to show the 
German people how impoverished their 
own picture magazines really are. The 
best of them—Quick, Neue Illustrierte, 
Kristall, and Frankfurter Illustrierte—fail 
to make really effective use of pictures. 
Germany, a pioneer in the picture-maga- 
zine field, has fallen far behind. 

Another international feature was the 
FIAP exhibition, which was presented 
by the Federation International Del ’Art 
Photographique, a world organization de- 
voted to amateur pictorial photography. 
With headquarters in Paris, FIAP has 
member societies in 30 nations, including 
Communist satellites. All of them are 
represented in the show at Photokina, 
which ran from a mediocre majority to 
an excellent few with the Swedes, Japa- 
nese, and Dutch contributing the best sec- 
tions. 

The exhibit that attracted most atten- 
tion and most favorable comment was 
that of Dr. Erich Salomon, the great pi- 
oneer photo journalist, whose work in 
the twenties with available-light photog- 
raphy paved the way for the kind of 
magazine photography we know in the 
best picture magazines today. Dr. Salo- 
mon’s work, while much of its interest 
derives from the historical period he cov- 
ered—the late twenties and early thirties 
—is not dated. These pictures are even 
more alive and moving today than they 
were when originally printed in the old 
Berliner Illustrierte under Kurt Safran- 
ski’s trail-blazing editorship. It is cer- 
tainly ironically appropriate that this, the 
finest exhibition ever accorded Dr. Salo- 
mon’s work, occurred in Germany, where 
he was put to death by the Nazis. 

Among non-German exhibitors PopuULAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY was represented with a 
booth on the trade floor, a subscription 
booth in the Book Fair section, and an 
exhibition of the top prize winners from 
the last seven years of the PopuLar PHo- 
TOGRAPHY $25,000 International Picture 
Contest. 

Photokina’s outstanding success in Ger- 
many is unmistakable evidence of public 
interest in photography. The public at- 
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tended in droves on both weekends and 
when the show was over more than 
196,000 people had gone through the 
gates, 12 per cent more than the previous 
show in 1954. This public interest prompt- 
ed some further research and observa- 
tions on photography in Germany today. 
The German amateur behaves pretty 
much the same as his American counter- 
part, although cameras slung over the 
shoulders of the citizenry are not as com- 
mon as in this country. People actually 
carrying cameras with them to Photokina 
were definitely in the minority, but in- 
terest in products was at fever pitch as 
the public poured through the great halls 
in droves on both weekends. The German 
railroads offered half-price excursion 
rates from all parts of Germany. 

According to Fritz Gruber, managing di- 
rector of Photokina, there are between 
450 and 500 camera clubs in West Ger- 
many, with a total membership of around 
10,000. In addition to a chapter of FIAP, 
which may be regarded as an association 
of German camera clubs, there is an elite 
group of rnore sophisticated photogra- 
phers called the Gesellschaft Deutscher 
Lichtbildner. Membership is by invitation 
only. The Photographic Society of Ger- 
many is made up largely of photographic 
scientists, writers, inventors, and uni- 
versity professors. The press photogra- 
phers (including free-lance magazine 
photographers) have their own organiza- 
tion, the Deutsche Journalisten Verband. 

Camera stores in Germany (of which 
there are said to be 12,000, including de- 
partment stores) are similar to those in 
the United States, but are generally neat- 
er and more efficient in appearance. All 
stores quote list prices, and quite a few 
print installment-plan down payments on 
their window-display price tags. The 
price of a Leica M-3, for instance, is 1,110 
marks, or $265; Rolleifiex is 530 marks 
or $126. 

The German photographer pays 1.70 
marks (40 cents) for a roll of 120 black- 
and-white German-made film. He pays 
3.40 marks (81 cents) for a 36-exposure 
roll of 35-mm film and 2.50 marks (59 
cents) for a 20-exposure roll. He pays 
13.50 marks ($3.22) for a 36-exposure 
roll of Agfacolor film, including process- 
ing, and if he prefers Kodachrome, as 
he frequently does, it costs him 21 marks 
($5.00) for a 36-exposure roll or 13.95 
marks ($3.32) for a 20-exposure roll. Al- 
though the price is high it is estimated 
that the stores sell one roll of Koda- 
chrome for every two of the native Agfa- 
color reversal film. The Kodachrome film 
is processed by a Kodak laboratory in 
Stuttgart. 

Eight-mm motion-picture film is in 
biggest demand and Agfacolor double-8 
reels sell for 22.50 marks $5.36). Koda- 
chrome double-8 sells for 25.80 marks 
($6.14). 

Germany publishes seven photographic 
magazines, the leading one being Photo 
Magazin, with a circulation of about 
50,000 copies. Others are Photo Prisma, 
Photo Post, the pocket-sized Foto-Rund- 
schau, Photo Technik- und-Wirtschaft, 
Film Kino Technik, Leica Magazin, and 
two quarterlies, Photo International and 
January, 1957

Narrow-gauge Viewpoint 


Another radical departure from con- 
ventional stereo cameras is the Duplex 
Super 120, manufactured by Industria 
Scientifica Ottica of Milan. It takes ster- 
eo pairs which have the same dimen- 
sions as the American standard specifies, 
but here the similarity ends. The Duplex 
uses No. 120 film, taking 24 stereo shots 
It’s a narrow-gauge camera— 
the lenses are only 30 mm apart. 

Pictures taken with the Duplex are 
Even close-ups which 


turbing. This is a natural result of the 
close lens spacing. The stereo effect is 
less striking, which isn’t surprising when 
you consider that the lens separation is 
less than half the amount to which we 
have become accustomed. 

This advantage of making close-ups 
easier to view is offset, in part at least, 
by loss of stereoscopic depth in distant

| scope is roughly 5 inches wide, 5 inches 


areas of a scene. The so-called “tapestry 
effect,” which makes a distant hillside 
look like a design on a flat, hanging drape, 
is apparent in more pictures. Two-eyed 
stereoscopic depth fails to extend into 
the picture as far as we are accustomed 
to seeing it. 

The Duplex is designed so that the 
film advances vertically and the two pic- 
tures of a stereoscopic pair appear side 
by side. The film-advance system makes 
use of the numbers printed on the back- 
ing paper, viewed through windows in 
the back of the camera. 

Cutting is accomplished with scissors, 
following an ingenious template which is 
sealed to the film before cutting begins 
and becomes a part of the mount. Great 
care and considerable skill are required 
at every step of the mounting process. It 
can produce pictures suitable for hand 
viewing, but is unlikely to give con- 
sistent enough results for projection. 

The manufacturer plans to distribute 
the Duplex in the United States, but as 
yet arrangements have not been com- 
pleted. 

Aside from these two unusual cameras, 
there was little stereo news at the Pho- 
tokina. Reflector devices for several cam- 
eras, operating on the same principle as 
the Stereo-Tach, were introduced. They 
take the two pictures of a stereo pair, 
side by side on 35-mm film, to make a 
vertical view four perforations wide. 
Viewers and projectors for these pictures 
also were shown. The system is more 
popular in Europe, where economy of 
operation is valued more highly, and few 
of these new items seem likely to be- 
come available here.—f

calculate new f-stops by referring to The 
Effective Aperture Kodaguide in the 
Master Kodaguide ($1.80). 

Black locomotives are a special prob- 
lem. You may be satisfied with an ordi- 
nary exposure but your model-railroad 
friend will want to see all the detail 
around the wheels. Give two to four 
times the normal exposure, even when 
using color film. 

Another way to emphasize the details 
of a black locomotive is to position the 
lights so that every curved surface of 
the model contains at least one highlight. 

As with any photographic scene, light- 
ing rules for model trains are the same 
except that one special problem exists 
when you use regular flash, electronic 
flash, or flood lights instead of natural 
room light. This is the night-like effect 
created by a dark background. This may 
be pleasing but sometimes undesirable. 
To prevent this effect, light the distant 
walls of the room as brightly as the fore- 
ground. 

Don’t overlook normal room lighting, 
which will often give a very good bal- 
ance. Being mostly toplighting, like 
sky light, it lends to the realism. 

A problem to be overcome in close-up 
photography is parallax. If the finder 
window of the camera is an inch up and 
perhaps two inches to the left of the 
taking lens, how do you know whether 
parts of the model are going to be on the 
film or not? There are accessories avail- 
able to help you meet this problem, but 
there also is a simple device you can 
make with a small piece of cardboard. 
With it you can check the scene with 
your regular viewfinder. 

Cut a rectangle; making the height and 
width equal to the distance your finder 
is above and to the side of the center of 
the taking lens. Mark one corner with 
L for lens and the diagonally-opposite 
corner with F for finder. Mark the “F” 
side of the card as the top. 

When you take a shot, place the card 
in front of the camera. Hold the card 
with the L corner at any part of the 
model. If you can easily see the F cor- 
ner through the camera finder, you can 
be sure that that part of the model is 
within view. 

Before you take a picture, check the 
scene. It’s very easy to overlook car 
wheels which may be off the railroad 
track, dusty models, and other distrac- 
tions that may spoil the finished picture. 


eve- 


It is most important to have te reaicst 
objects in a scene sharp. There ore avoid 
having poles, rails, or othe 
close to the camera. 

When you want more depth of focus, 
use a lens diaphragm smaller than the 
one already in the camera. This is easier 
to get than you might guess. I filed a little 
metal away on the adjusting lever of the 
Wollensak lens so I could stop the regu- 
lar diaphragm down to f/90. Even though 
this might devaluate the lens, the pictures 
I can now get with it are worth the loss to 
me. However, there’s another way out. 

Make a stop with a #60 drill to pro- 
duce a hole 1/25 inch in diameter. Use 
card stock or thin metal painted dull 
black. The stop can be placed in front 
of the lens as long as the regular dia- 
phragm is kept wide open. With a stop 
this small and a 3+ close-up lens at- 
tached to the camera, you will get pic- 


details too 


tures that are sharp from approximately 
seven inches to infinity. (I used a 90-mm 
Wollensak wide-angle 
home-made stop.) 


lens with this 
The use of an exposure meter is rec- 
ommended for all model shots. Because 
of the small size of the subject, the use 
of a neutral-gray card is advisable when 
taking exposure readings. Place the card 
in the same position as the medel and 
take your reading right off the card. 
With close-up lens attachments the 
normal f-stop values are valid. With ex- 
treme bellows extension or tubes the 
f-stops indicated on the lens do not give 
as much light as indicated. Aperture is 
a function of focal length and lens open- 
ing based on the lens set at infinity 
Ultra close-up photography requires a 
two- to three-times extension of the lens. 
This extension increases the distance 
from the lens to the film and therefore 
requires a new set of calibrations. The 
former f-stops based on infinity are 
therefore no longer valid. You can easily

upon. Dimensions of the sink shown 
here are as follows: back, 86 by 24 
inches; sides, each 29 by 24 inches; front 
panel, 86 by 8 inches; two bottom panels 
(photographs 4 and 5) each 40 by 28% 
inches. Center portion of drainboard 
(photographs 6 and 7) consisted of two 
sidepieces 2842 by 3% inches each and 
cross-piece—into which drain hardware 
is fitted—6 by 5% inches. Slanted sec- 
tions of this center unit (photograph 8) 
were 11% by 6 inches each. To make 
the front panel flush with sides (photo- 
graph 9) required wood 16 by %4 by %.

building a boat—al-

Cost of the materials for the sink de- 
scribed and pictured in this article was 
about $25.

All joinings and assemblies were se- 
cured first with glue (other strong, 
quick-drying bonding adhesive can be 
used, if preferred) and, after glue had 
dried, screws were added. Plywood is 
tough and it was found that the most 
satisfactory and quickest method wes to 
drill holes first and then insert screws 
with a screwdriver bit. 

Coloring pigment, resin, and catalyst 
(photographs 10 and 13) were mixed to- 
gether with strict attention to manufac- 
turers’ directions. One section at a time 
was coated completely, and just enough

mixture was prepared each time to cover 
that section twice—once before applying 
the fiber-glass and once afterward. With 
the cold-curing type of plastics, a half 
hour was allowed before the mixture 
started to set. 

When work with the plastic mixture 
and fiber-glass had been completed in 
bottom part of the sink, the entire as- 
sembly was turned on its side so that 
the back section was flat on the ground, 
thus eliminating the possibility of drip- 
ping liquid when that section received its 
covering. The coating process was con- 
tinued, section by section, until the en- 
tire sink had been covered.

| There are a great number of mounts, 
|masks, and binders available and some 
labs return Super Slides mounted for 
viewing in 2x2 projector. When buying 
the Super Slide kit, specify whether you 
have a Rolleicord or a Rolleiflex since 
the two cameras use a slightly different 
inside mask. 

Ricohflex: 

The Ricohflex Color Back brings two- 
size camera operation to the low-priced 
reflex field. It consists of a loading fix- 
ture that replaces the regular 120 spool 
supplied with the camera and holds a 
full cartridge of 35-mm film, an empty 
take-up cartridge, and a film-aperture 
mask. There is also a special film-counter 
knob that is used instead of the regular 
120 knob. This can be installed by the 
user. (The Super Ricohflex and the 
Auto-Stop accessory are equipped with 
this 35-mm counter.) A small, metal pres- 
sure plate covers the camera’s red win- 
dow to prevent the film from being 
fogged. The film stop is automatic and 
the film travels from the feed cartridge 
to the take-up cartridge; there is no need 
to rewind the film after the last exposure. 
Lines engraved on the groundglass at the 
factory outline the 35-mm picture area. 
The eyelevel finder in the hood also out- 
lines the reduced area. 

Kodak Bantam Adapter: 

This adapter is designed to permit the 
bene of 828 8-exposure film in Kodak 
|Chevron cameras. (Similar adapters are 


for the groundglass. For other cameras, 
there is an accessory viewfinder. Film 
transport is by audible clicks, eight clicks 
to a frame. A manually operated num- 
ber dial on top of the accessory finder 
can be used as a reminder of the number 
of exposures made. The film is not re- 
wound. Instead, it is cut off from the feed 
cartridge. 

Essankay: 

This is a Bantam 828 adapter made in 
various models to fit a variety of 24x24 
roll-film and reflex cameras. It consists 
of plugs to hold the 828 spools, a film- 
aperture mask and a finder mask. In most 
cameras, film transport is via the red 
window. For complete details, consult 
the manufacturer, Burke and James, Chi- 
cago, giving the inner dimensions of the 
film aperture, the groundglass, or the 
finder window. Also give the name and 
model of your camera. 

HPI: 

A comparative newcomer is the HPI 
kit for supersize slides. Manufactured by 
Hudson Photographic Industries, it can 
be used in any 24x24 reflex and consists 
of a mask for the groundglass, a template, 
a scribing tool for cutting the slide to 
proper size (38x38 mm) and binders. 

The mask is transparent so that it can 
be left on the groundglass screen when 
composing for the regular 24%4x2% frame. 
When using color film for slides, compose 
the picture within the frame lines; other- 
wise, use the whole area.—®

| paper where they can be easily studied, 
| you will be able to delete all the obvious- 
ly bad or irrelevant shots (those with 
camera or subject movement; extreme 
over- or under-exposure, or shots in no 
way related to the rest of the pictures). 

Your choice from the pictures that re- 
main will make up the book. Your selec- 
tions should get across the idea of your 
story, or they should, in some way, be 
related by their general appearance. 

If you will study magazines such as 
Life and Look, you will find that groups 
of related pictures are handled in one 
of the two following manners: 

1—In chronological order—Pictures are 
arranged in the order in which events 
took place. 

2—In nonchronological order—The 
story is presented in groups of pictures, 
each group expressing an idea or reveal- 
ing some facet of the subject. Decide on

the method of handling your selections 
of pictures (chronological or nonchrono- 
logical) and then you will be ready to 
plan the actual layout of the story. Pic- 
tures should be arranged in two-page 
spreads, each spread showing a single 
idea or aspect of your story. 

The general types of layouts for a story 
are as follows: 

1—A single picture spread across both 
pages. Here, use only pictures which do 
not lose their impact when divided in 
half for the gutter or center-fold area. 

2—A large picture and several smaller 
ones. 

3—Two large pictures, one on each 
page. 

4—A series of small pictures, all re- 
lated, but not necessarily the same size 
or shape. 

You will need a theme or idea picture 
which will summarize what your story

is about. By studying your contact sheets, 
you should be able to find such a photo- 
graph. Make this picture large so it can 
be used for the cover or lead spread of 
the bock. The following spreads should 
build up or reinforce the idea presented 
by the lead picture. 

When selecting your pictures, try to 
pick a variety of close-ups, medium 
shots, and long shots. A long shot serves 
to set a scene or establish a location; the 
medium shot gives you a specific point 
of interest, and the close-up imparts a 
feeling of intimacy, identifies an indi- 
vidual, or lets you look at a small detail. 

Some pictures are more important than 
others either from the standpoint of tell- 
ing the story or by having greater visual 
appeal. Such pictures should be larger 
than the others in a layout. Vary the size 
of your pictures, their cropping, and lay- 
out from spread to spread, as much as 
possible, to add visual interest and 
variety. 

Vacation—56 uses one, or at most two 
large pictures for each spread. Therefore, 
when planning such a book, you might 
prefer to let your story idea progress 
chronologically from page to page. On the 
other hand, May Wedding lends itself to 
the non-chronological method, for here 
several pictures of varying sizes are used 
on each spread. 

When making prints, refer both to the 
contact sheets for the correct cropping 
and to the layouts for the proper dimen- 
sions. It is best to make all your prints 
at the same time, for they should be as 
uniform in quality and contrast as pos- 
sible. Naturally, this is also the time to 
make additional copies of your prints if 
you are planning two or more copies of 
the book. 

If you don’t have your own darkroom, 
your local photo-finisher will make your 
prints for a relatively small cost. Before 
returning your contact sheets and nega- 
tives to him for printing, indicate the cor- 
rect croppings on the contact sheet with 
a red china-marking pencil. 

Books of the Vacation-56 type, com- 
posed of prints mounted back to back, can 
be bound in a variety of ways. Tauber 
Plastics, Inc., 200 Hudson St., New York 
13, sells a line of inexpensive hand- 
punching machines for binding albums 
with colored plastic tubes, either loose- 
leaf or permanent. If you plan to pro- 
duce many albums it may be worth-while 
to purchase one of these hand punches, | 
otherwise your local print shop or sta- 
tioner’s probably will be able to do the 
binding for you at moderate cost. More | 
expensive but more durable is a wire spi- | 
ral binding. If this service is not avail- | 
able locally you can have it done on | 
a mail-order basis by Spiral Binding, | 
406 W. 31st St., New York 1. They will | 
supply acetate front and back covers and 
bind books up to 11x14 and not more than 
1% in. thick for $5 plus mailing costs. 
Write the company for more detailed in- 
formation.

to be negligible. Since the average delay 
between manufacturing, packaging, ware- 
housing, distributing, and finally deliver- 
ing the material to the consumer runs to 
about four months, any changes which 
occur later will not be of any conse- 
quence so far as prints are concerned. 

(2) Convenient Printing Speed. The 
printing speed has been adjusted for con- 
venience with existing enlarging equip- 
ment and is actually equal to approxi- 
mately 50 percent of the printing speed 
of a normal grade of enlarging paper such 
as Ansco Jet No. 2. By requiring rela- 
tively short exposures with standard me- 
dium-to-low-wattage incandescent lamps, 
the threat of heat damage to the original 
color transparency is greatly reduced. 

(3) The Acetate Film Base. The tough 
acetate base of Ansco Printon is one of 
its most valuable assets, providing valu- 
able stiffness for ease of handling, tre- 
mendous durability, and extremely good 
dimensional stability. Printon handles ex- 
actly like sheet films of the same siz:2s, 
and because it does not buckle or crinkle 
it can be manipulated most effectively in 
standard sheet-film processing hangers. 
In addition, it is dried in any way found 
satisfactory for sheet film, and achieves a 
high permanent gloss without resort to 
ferrotyping or any other special pro- 
cedure. It is highly resistant to tears and 
abrasions, and if we may be permitted to 
coin a new term, possesses extreme

walletability, the ability of small-size 
Printons to stand up in even the proudest 
papa’s wallet. 

(4) High Acutance. The very high acu- 
tance, or contrast surrounding the edges 
of image contours within the picture, is 
partially due to the clarity and brilliance 
of the acetate base. Aside from this, the 
new Printon provides sharper color prints 
because of its ability to contain adjacent 
color patches without letting them 
“bleed” together, even when the colors 
are highly saturated, as well as by its 
ability to produce both whiter whites and 
blacker blacks than its predecessor. 

(5) Very Low Reciprocity Failure. Fail- 
ure of the reciprocity law—a common de- 
fect in many color materials wherein, for 
example, two apparently equal exposures 
such as 6 seconds at f/8 and 12 seconds at 
f/11 will produce recognizably different 
color balance in the finished prints—is 
absolutely no problem with the new 
Printon. Over a range of approximately 
3 to 20 seconds, the red-, green-, and blue- 
sensitive layers shift together in such 
perfect unison as to make prints exposed 
at either end of this range (with ap- 
propriate lens openings!) just about in- 
distinguishable. This lack of reciprocitt 
worries is, incidentally, indicated by the 
recommendation that photo-finishers op- 
erate with a basic 4-second exposure 
while home-darkroom workers should 
aim at a 15-second timing, which offers 


considerably greater exposure latitude. 

(6) Improved Brilliance, Gradation 
and Color Fidelity. The major advantages 
of the new Printon is that it produces 
color prints of better quality. A much- 
reduced stain level—which is the color 
equivalent of a black-and-white materi- 
al’s fog level—makes for very clean 
whites and superior gradation. Lower 
minimum and higher maximum densities 
mean, respectively, whiter whites and in- 
creased highlight detail, and blacker 
blacks with more realistic shadow areas. 
Improvement of the magenta dye has 
resulted in redder reds than the old 
Printon recorded, and makes for in- 
creased color fidelity. Moreover, a longer 
and more gradual characteristic curve— 
which is a sensitometrist’s way of saying 
that equal changes in exposure result in 
smaller changes in density—produces in- 
creased exposure latitude and means that 
good prints are more easily obtained. 


Exposing Printon: 

Ansco Printon is a positive-to-positive 
process. We project (or contact) a posi- 
tive color transparency onto a sheet of 
the material in order to obtain a positive 
color print after processing. The first 
thing we must do, therefore, is to forget 
our black-and-white negative-to-positive 
way of thinking. In a positive (or re- 
versal) process, the more we expose, the 
lighter the print; the less we expose, the 
darker the print. With Printon we can 
burn-in and hold back areas in the print 
which are too dark or too light. To dark- 
en an area in a positive color print, how- 
ever, we must hold back some of the light 
striking that area. Conversely, if we want 
to brighten up a dark area we must allow 
more light to strike this area. In terms of 
black-and-white enlarging technique, 
holding back becomes burning-in, and to 
burn-in is to hold back! 

The technical requirements of the en- 
larger for work with Printon are not par- 
ticularly rigid, but they do mean that 
some enlargers may require certain modi- 
fications, and that others may not be 
satisfactory at all. Any incandescent en- 
larger lamp burning at about 3,000 K 
will do, and all Ansco recommendations 
for filtering are based upon the G-E 
No. 212 and Sylvania Ell. Other light 
sources such as cold-light and fluorescent 
lamp houses, will obviate Ansco’s filter 
recommendations and make it necessary 
to conduct one’s own speed and color- 
balance tests for each Printon emulsion 
purchased. The time, trouble, and expense 
which will be saved by using the bulbs 
mentioned make these your best choice. 

Making color prints with Printon re- 
quires the use of Ansco Color-Compen- 
sating Filters which should, ideally, be 
placed inside the enlarger lamp house, be- 
tween the light source and condensers. 
These filters are intended only for print- 
ing, and are not of sufficient optical quali- 
ty to permit their placement in front of 
the enlarger lens. If your enlarger is not 
equipped with a color head providing a 
filter slot you may still be able to place 
the filters correctly by loosening the lamp 
house so that it can readily be lifted off to 
permit your dropping the filters on top of 
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x of outfits | 


the flat surface of the upper condenser. 
If this isn’t possible, one remaining choice | 
is to place the filters above the trans- 
parency, between it and the flat surface 
of the lower condenser. This method is, 
at best, a crude compromise, but it can be 
made to work adequately for small-size 


is allowed between the transparency and 
the filters. A few thicknesses of card- 
board with holes cut to match the aper- 
ture of your negative carrier should do 
the trick. When the enlarger is used 
merely as a light source for contact 
prints, the placement of the filters is 





unimportant, and they may be placed in 
front of the lens in a Varigam holder. 
The only remaining requirement is that 
your enlarger be equipped with a heat- 
absorbing glass, whose purpose is to pro- 
tect both the filters and the transparency 
from excessive temperatures which may | 
be generated in the lamp house. To per- 
form both of these functions, the heat- 
absorbing glass should be placed between 
the enlarging lamp and the condensers so 


| that the filters are directly beneath it. 


For the record, the heat-absorbing glass 
recommended by Ansco is the Pittsburgh 





| Plate Glass Company’s “Solex B,” a blue- 


green infrared-absorbing glass. In past 
years it was sold under the name of | 
“Ansco Heat Absorbing Glass,” and some 
dealers may still have some of these ly- | 
ing around. Solex B can be obtained 
from Semon Bache & Co., 636 Greenwich 
Street, New York 14, New York. How- 
ever, a warning: This glass cannot be cut, 
but must instead be molded to size. In 
ordering, therefore, specify the exact 
diameter or size of rectangle required. 
Should you choose not to use heat-ab- 


sorbing glass, you must compensate for | 
its missing blue-green color by adding a 


.20 Cyan plus a .05 Magenta color-com- 
pensating filter to your filter pack in 
order to zero-in with Ansco’s filter recom- 
mendations. 

One more point before leaving this 
topic: Professional color photo-finishers 
nearly always equip their enlargers with 
a voltage regulator which insures con- 
stant light output and color temperature. 


| The great majority of enlargers now in 


use in home darkrooms are probably not 
so equipped. To minimize the possibility 
of ruining prints by line-voltage fluctua- 


tions it’s highly advisable to plug your | 


enlarger into a line carrying little or no 
other load. An enlarger on the same cir- 
cuit with a refrigerator, iron, toaster, or 
power tool may suffer from enough fluc- 
tuation to affect black-and-white prints, 
to say nothing of color. 


Color-Compensating Filters: 


The Ansco color-compensating filters 
come in only three colors: cyan, yellow, 
and magenta, the three subtractive pri- 


mary colors. (See Color-Wheel on page 


144.) Cyan (bluish-green) absorbs its 
complement, red. The complement of yel- 
low is blue, so a yellow color-compensat- 
ing filter will absorb blue. In the same 
way, magenta (bluish-red) absorbs green, 
which is the complement of magenta. 
In terms of light, blue is made up of 
magenta and cyan. Thus, if we want to 
add blue we use a Magenta plus a Cyan 
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filter. Green is composed of cyan and yel- 
low, and these two filters are therefore 
used if we want to add green. To add red 
we follow the same principle and use a 
Magenta plus a Yellow. From this it be- 
comes obvious that with the three sub- 
tractive primaries we have all the filters 
we need to correct any color imbalance. 
The following table should prove helpful 
in this direction:

The amount of color compensation ef- 
fected by these filters depends upon their 
individual densities. Seven different den- 
sities are offered in each of the three 
subtractive primaries. These are: .025 .05 
10 .20 30 40 50. 

A complete set of Ansco color-compen- 
sating filters consists of 21 filters in three 
colors and seven densities. 

The important thing to remember in 
using these filters is that three equal 
densities in the three colors cancel out 
and constitute, in effect, neutral density. 
Thus, a 10 Cyan+ 4.10 Yellow + 10 
Magenta add up to no filter at all in 
so far as color compensation is involved 
and contribute nothing save to lengthen 
the exposure or require a wider lens 
opening 


Processing Printon: 


Processing Printon involves thirteen 
steps which include two primary solu- 
tions, the First Developer and Color De- 
veloper, six secondary solutions, four 
separate running-water washes, and the 
reversal exposure. The time and temper- 
ature recommendations officially released 
by Ansco at the time this issue went to 
press are summarized in the processing 
chart on page 71. Here are some points 
worth noting: 

Times are given for processing at either 
68 or 75 F, and a “Time-Temperature 
Compensation” graph is given for the 
four solutions whose timing is affected by 
temperature variations—the First Devel- 
oper, Color Developer, Bleach, and Fixer 
—over a range of 65 to 80 F. 

This is certainly a tour de force in col- 
or-processing latitude, but it is not a 
license to be sloppy about temperature 
control. The fact that Printons may be 
processed successfully within this wide 
range of temperatures, providing that the 
appropriate times are strictly adhered to, 
does not mean that the permissible tem- 
perature-variation tolerances between 
solutions can be overlooked. These toler- 
ances are plus or minus one half a degree 
for the First Developer and Color De- 
veloper, and plus or minus 2 degrees for 
the secondary solutions and running- 
water washes. 

In making the second exposure it is a 
good idea to move the light back and 
forth with a swaying motion in order to 
be certain to cover every part of the 
print, particularly when the material is 
being handled in a cut-film hanger whose 
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flanges might otherwise cast a shadow 
preventing reversal at the edges. Ansco’s 
recommendation of 30 seconds for each 
side of the print with a #2 (or RFL-2) 
photoflood held three feet away will pro- 
vide complete reversal. However, when 
in doubt give extra reversal time. Tests 
made by Ansco in Binghamton indicate 
that it is almost impossible to overreverse 
the new Printon, and one print given 3 
hours of reversal exposure in strong sun- 
light proved perfect when fully processed. 


Processing chemicals for the new Printon: 
Bleach, Fixer, First Developer, Hardener, 
Color Developer, Shortstop, and Final Rinse. 


Ansco Color-Compensating Filters are 
packaged in sets of seven each in Cyan, Yel- 
low, and Magenta of various densities, 21 in all. 


Simplest setup for processing new Printon 
consists of three trays (or tanks), timer, ther- 
mometer and graduate, and washing facilities. 


The most elegant way in which to pro- 
cess Printon is to line up eight tanks and 
a running-water wash. Probably few 
people will want to undertake this fi- 
nancial outlay, and even then, space limi- 


tations in home darkrooms will fre- 
quently rule against this lavishness. All 
you really need are three tanks (or trays) 
plus a wash setup. These would at the 
start contain the First Developer, Short- 
stop, and the Color Developer. By the 


time you're in the first running-water 
wash, the lights are on and you've got 
plenty of time to pour these solut’ons 
back into bottles, rinse the tanks thor- 
oughly, and refill with the up-coming 
Shortstop and Hardener solutions. The 
five-minute wash following the Harden- 
er will give you time enough to set up 
the Bleach and Fixer tanks, and the ten- 
minute wash after the fixer will allow 
you to pour out your Final Rinse and 
bottle the open solutions. 

One important reason for doing all your 
tank-shifting operations during the four 
mercifully spaced running-water washes 
is to keep yourself free to administer 
proper agitation while the Printon is in 
the various working solutions. Note that 
entering either of the shortstops (after 
the First and Color Developers) requires 
continuous agitation for the first thirty 
seconds in order to bring development to 
a halt. In Binghamton we noted that some 
Ansco color technicians also gave 30 sec- 
onds continuous agitation upon entering 
the two developing solutions. This is not 
a recommended procedure, and is prob- 
ably unnecessary, but apparently does no 
harm, and may serve as an additional 
safety factor ensuring even development. 
Hand agitation of hangers closely follows 
standard black-and-white procedure. 
Once each minute the hanger (or hang- 
ers) are lifted out of the solution, tilted to 
the vertical, and immediately reimmersed. 
In each solution tap hangers sharply on 
sides of tank to dislodge air bells. Once 
each minute during the remaining time 
lift the hangers from the solution and 
tilt them up almost 90°. Immediately 
reimmerse the hangers in solution and 
repeat, tilting them in the opposite di- 
rection. The entire cycle should take 5-7 
seconds. Drain film thoroughly before 
placing in succeeding solution. 

The processing of Anscochrome Type 
Printon is actually far from critical. Small 
errors in timing, agitation, or temperature 
control are actually hard to detect when 
such prints are compared to others made 
by rigidly following the book. 


Making a Printon Print: 

The first step in making a color print 
with Printon is to check the filter recom- 
mendations for the particular emulsion at 
hand. If any filters are in the enlarger 
for any purpose (such as the .20 Cyan 
and .05 Magenta used in the absence of 
the recommended heat-absorbing glass) 
the neutral density is removed and the 
remaining filters are slipped in with the 
UVI16P on top. 

Our next assignment is to discover the 
speed of the material. This may be ac- 
complished by making a test print, using 
test strips, or making a series of progres- 
sive test exposures on the same sheet of 
paper, all techniques widely used in 
black-and-white printing. For several 
reasons, the most important of which is 
to gain maximum latitude, it is usually 
advisable to keep your exposure time 
pegged at 15 seconds, varying the expo- 
sure by means of the diaphragm. Almost 
all color transparencies of good quality 
will print in 15 seconds between f/8 and 
f/16. We might, therefore, make three 15 
second tests at f/8, f/11, and f/16. 
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This initial test exposure can alterna- 
tively be estimated by means of a “grease- 
spot” photometer such as the Spot-O- 
Matic, or, if you’re either very lucky or 
very affluent, with the detachable probe 
of a densitometer. For test purposes it 
is advisable to bracket the advice given 
by the photometer or densitometer with 
one exposure over and another under 
the meter exposure. 

These meters, particularly the densi- 
tometers, are quite useful but are very 
far from being absolutely necessary. After 
making a number of Printons with Ansco 
color technician Pete Ciccarello by means 
of densitometer-measured exposures, we 
decided to abandon the instrument and 
proceed, as the average amateur will, by 
simple aperture bracketing. Accordingly, 
Mr. Ciccarello picked up one of your 
reporter’s Anscochrome transparencies 
which he’d never seen before, put it in 
the enlarger, and made three 15 second 
exposures at f/8, f/11, and f/16. Upon 
processing we found that the f/8 ex- 
posure was too light (remember that 
this is a positive-to-positive process), the 


f/16 was too dark, and the exposure at 


f/11 was absolutely perfect. 


Of course, things will not always turn | 
out quite so neatly, but after we’ve proc- | 


essed a carefully bracketed set of 15- 


second exposures we will almost always | 
have an exposure close enough for final | 
zeroing-in. Our remaining problem is to | 
decide what, if any, color filter or filters | 
may be required to compensate for color | 


deficiencies in the transparency or print, 
or to create a specific result. 

A fairly accurate preview of the effect 
of a given filtration may be obtained by 
laying the filter or filters which we're 
thinking of using over the groundglass of 
a viewing box which has been re-equipped 
with the same lamp that we’re using in 
the enlarger. The Printon is then held in 
front of these illuminated filters (or 
placed on top of them if we’ve taken the 
trouble to dry the test print) and the 
filter effect is seen clearly through the 
Printon’s translucent acetate base. 

After deciding upon the filter or filters 
that we believe will correct the error in 
the print, and eliminating any extraneous 
neutral density, we’re ready to make a 
filter “ring-around” in order to discover 
the effects obtainable by varying the 
proportions of the colors used. For ex- 
ample, let’s say that we’ve decided upon 
a 10 Yellow plus a .10 Magenta in order 
to eliminate a blue-green color cast. Our 
next exposure might be a .15 Yellow (ob- 
tained by combining a .10 and a .05 den- 
sity) plus the .10 Magenta. This would 
result in absorbing somewhat more blue 
than green, and by reversing the densities 
with the .10 Yellow plus a .15 Magenta, 
we could reverse the effect so that more 
green than blue is removed. Even if all 
of these transparencies turn out very 
well, chances are that we’re going to like 
one a lot more than the others. 

Incidentally, don’t be in too great a 
hurry to throw away Printons that you’ve 
rejected because of excess density due 
to underexposure. The recently released 
Selective Dye Reducers for Anscochrome 
(whose formulas were published in the 
October, 1956 issue of Poputar PHoroc-
